The Scientific Principles of the Stereopticon. 


Tho Stereopticon or Magic Lantern is an optical {nstrument, used 
in connection with a powerful ght, for illuminating transparent 
photographic views, and projecting large images of thom on to a 
white surface, making them visible to lurge audiences. 


The Dissolving Stercopticon is a combination of two or more 
stereopticons, and ts used to produce what is known as dissolving 
efYects. Tach section must be centered and focused on the exact same 
see on the screen, so that the view placed in the slide in each stereop- 
ticon will be projected in exactly the sume place. ‘he best dissolving 
effects are produced by the uscof our calcium, acetylene or vapor light, 
When using these lights, both stercopticons are connected by what is 
cnled a Dissolving Key, which {s so arranged that almost all the tlow 
of gas can be turned to one jet, leaving just cnough passing to the 
other, that the light will not be entirely extinguished, and throw wll 
tho illumination through oneview. When the operator wishes to show 
another view, he turns the lever of the dissolving key slowly from one 
side to the other, with no distinct dividing Hne between them, thus 
producing a very beautiful etlect. 

A Double Slide Holder, such as we furnish with our Enterprise 
Single Stereopeicon, makes i most excellent substitute for dissolving 
view effects, as it enables the operator to dispose of one view and put 
another into its place so quickly that the intermission between the 
two is scarcely noticenble. 

It is very Important that the room or hall should be darkened as 
completely as possible, and the apparatus should always be kept in 
most perfect condition toinsure the best results. The illumination

lenses, and for use during the exhibition to shut off the Ught from 
the sereen when no views are belong shown. ‘The front lenses should 
always be capped when not in use. 


To Set up and Operate the Stereopticon. 


Prepare your light according to tho instructions given for the kind 
of illuminating apparatus you have with your outilt. 

For convenience place the lantern ata height which will be about 
40 to 42 inches from the floor. A table or box about 30 to 36 inches in 
height should bo secured, and on top of this table place the carrying 
cuse which is furnished with the instrument. On-top of tho carrying case 
place the instrument, thus bringing the base of the instrument about 
40 to 42 Inches from the floor. The front end of the instrument should 
bo riised a Httlo higher thin the baek in order to throw the view high 
enough to strike the middle of the screen, When the stereopticon is 
yaced in position, the light having been prepared according to the 

nstructions for the same, (sco Instructions for Giant Incandescent 
Vapor, Electric, or Calcium Light further on), and, being in good 
condition, should be placed in its proper position In the lamp-house. 

Hanging the Sereen. Thesercens regularly furnished with our 
special exhibition outiits aro 10x12 feet squire, und are furnished with 
ropes 2nd loops for hanging the same. ‘Whey should bo hung with the 
ropes at the top and bottom, and should bo stretched enough to pre- 
vent the folds and creases from standing oat too prominent, 

A Meht folding frame made of short strips of wood, bolted or 
screwed together or jointed with ferrules Mike w jointed {ishing rod, 
has been found a grent convenience, as it is always casily put up. 
When aframe is used, all that is neeessary is to put it together, tle 
the sereen to the friune and set itup against the wall, and one or two 
niils or other fastening Is all that {s necessary to keep ft In place. 
When the frame is not used, however, nails, screws, or screw cyes cin 
be inserted into the window or door casings, or mouldings for support- 
ing the sereen. Suitable ferrules for a jointed screen frame may be 
had from 2 sporting goods house; they are used on jointed fishing rods 
and the cost is but very little. 

Size of Picture. On the distance the Stereopticon is sct from the 
screen, depends the size of the picture projected. The farther away 
the Stereopticon is set, the larger the picture can be made, but the 
larger the picture, the more light is required; fn other words, the illu- 
mination being scattered over more surface in a large picture it is not 
so brilliant as asmuller picture. 

With our Enterprise Stereopticon we usually furnish what is 
known as quarter-size objective lenses. The Stereopticon with va 
quarter-size obyeeteye lens, when set about 20 feet from the screen, 
Will project a p cture about 10 feet square? Tt will sometimes be found 
convenient to hive tho Stereopticon farther away from’ the screen ond 
{tcan be arranged for such w position by removing the rear combina- 
tion of lenses from the lens tube. This will enable the operator to 
project a 10-foot pieture at about 40 feet from the screen, and gives 
wbout the same results as a two-third sizo lens, 

Now nrdjust the light, following the instructions for such lighting 
apparatus as you have with your outfit and the adjustment of the 
focus is next inorder.

When through 
with entertainment, let remaining gus burn out or else permit it ta 
puss off into the open air by passing rubber tube out of window. The 
tank may then_be cleaned and dried. ; 

Be sure and empty out all water and residue from tank after uso, 
It will be found that water will accumulate in the outer shell EB sur- 
rounding the lower outside surface of tank. This must always be 
removed after use of apparatus by turning the tank upside down and 
erinitting the wator that has been here condensed from the gas vapor

By 
alittle experimenting as to the adjustment, turning ft One way or 
inother, it will be an easy matter to adjust the flow of gas so as to give 
the greatest possible amiountof light. The entrance to the mixing 
chamber is placed a short distance from the gas opening in the eener- 
ator. Cureful experimenting has demonstrated that sueb an opening 
furnishes the ee amount of wir to produce the most perfect com- 
bustion and if by w fullor otherwise the position of the mixing chamber 
should be changed, it should be restored, as nearly as possible, to its 
original condition. 

NOTE: NKeud the instructions over carefully several times before 
undertaking to operate the Enterprise Sun Rival Light. 

Have the stervopticon and gus outfit before you as you read over 
the tustructions so as to observe and study each part as they are re- 
ferred to in the instruction book, as by so doing, you will understand 
it more thoroughly and will get better results, 

When you have the flow of gas properly regulated, your light 
brilllant and steady, place the stereopticon so the light Will shine 
through the lenses on some white surface at a distance of fifteen to 
thirty feet and proceed to carefully adjust the burnersoas to give a 
perfectly even iMumination, that is, have no clouds or spots on any 
portion of the illuminated surface, 

Por further instructions in adjustment of the lightso as to get tho 
best results on the sercen, see paragraph, “placing the jot in proper 
position” under the heading of, “Directions for use with Calcium 
Light.” 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS: Whilethe outfit is in operation 
the presure giuge should register between sixty and seventy pounds. 

Do not fill the tank moro than half full of gasoline as putting in 
more would not leave enough room for airspace. The tank will work 
us well when almost empty but to make sure that you do not run 
short, itis best to have it at least one quarter full. The gasoline 
may be measured with a stick or anything else that is convenient but 
we would recommend a cork, attached toa fine wire a little longer 
than the heightof the tank. Whatever you use, make sure that itis 
long enough that it will not drop clear into the tank, as it would be 
very difficult to remove. 

Be careful to havethe filer plug screwed down tightly with a 
wrench to prevent the aly from leaking. A cone seat is used on the 
tank and filler plug and taper seats on the gasoline and air _tubos to 
jnsure perfect connection and care should be used to keep these free 
from dirt. grit or other obstructions, otherwise they will soon become 
rough and imperfect and will leak. 

The inside of needle valve nut is packed with asbestos to prevent 
the escape of the gasoline around the needle valve stem; if the gaso- 
line should start leaking at this point, tighten the nut a little with the 
_ wrench, This will compress the packing and stop the leak. The con- 
nections on the flexible gasoline tube should be rensonably tight but 
should not be turned too tight as there wonld be danger of stripping 
thethreads.

Zalcium Light. 


This light is known by the names of Oxy-Hydrogen, Calcium or 
Lime light, and is the most pine ties und sutisfactory method of pro- 
viding wn intense light for Magic Lanterns and Stereopticon illuminas 
tion. Calclum light is produced by an incandescent surfaceon a piece 
of hard, unslaked lime, and is created by the combustion of a com- 
bination of oxygen and hydrogen gases. The oxygen und hydrogen 
gases are each kept in separate tanks or receptacles under heavy 
pressure, and are connected by rubber tubes to the jet where they 


Tre Cauciom Licnt Jet, 


A cylinder of lime (about three-fourths of an inch in diameter) is 
placed in a vertical position in the three-pronged circular fork, near 
the opening of the jot. and the combustion of the combined gascs on 
its surface creates a smiull disk of Hght of dazzling whiteness. The 
brilllancy of the rays proceeding from this light is sointense that they 
Willilluminate the projected views over an area of 25 or 380 feet square, 
ifnecessary. Owlny to its extreme intensity it has great penetration, 
wndis, therefore, the most desirable tMumination in hallsof moderate 
size, and is almost indispensable for the largest churches, opera 
houses and theatres. Noother light has ever been produced which 
willequalit, everything cousidcred, for mugic lantern or stereopticon 
projection. 


Directions for the Use of Calcium Light. 


Some operators use rubber bags for the storing of the hydrogen 
and oxygen gases, while somo prefer to get their supply from the.city 
gus companies in steel tanks made for that UNS ete but for use in 
smilller towns and clties, the portable calclum Hghtand gas making 
outfit zives the most universal sitisfaction. In either case, the re- 
ceptacles are provided with nipples for attaching the rubber tubes 
which are used to connect them with the calcium Ught jets. 

The tanks furnished by the city gas companies are pauluted to des- 
ignate the kind of gas containedin each, Whe red tank contatns the 
oxygen while the black tank contains the hydrogen gus.

The jet should now be placed tn the lamp house, with the Iime 
about three or four inches from the condensing lenses. 

Open the valveof the hydrogen tank, light the gas at the jet and 
turn on the hydrogen until the flame is from four to six inches high, 
then turn on av sufficient amount of the oxygen ens to almost consume 
the hydrogen flame. When the oxygen is turned on it creates a kind 
of whistling sound and this will continue until the right proportion of 
oxygen is mixed with the hydrogen. When the right proportion ts 
reached, the Hight will burm without any noise whatever and almost 
no flame. If tco much oxygen isturned on it will produce a roaring 
noise, and if the oxygen is ullowed to flow too much in excess of its 

yroper proportion, the light will extinguish itself with a sharp snap. 
should this oecur, it will be necessary to turn off the oxygen and im- 
mediately light the hydrogen, or turn both offand start anew. In ad- 
justing the flow of oxygen in proportion to the hydrogen, it {s neces- 
sary to turn the valves slowly, so as to he able to atop when the right 
proportion is reached. he surface of the lime should be about one- 
eighth to one-fourth of an inch from the opening of tho jet, to obtain 
the best results. 

Placing the jet in the proper position. To have the enlarged 


pletures uniformally and clearly lighted. itis absolutely necessary that 


the incandescent surface of the lime cylinder shall be precisely on a 
line with the center of the condensing and objective lenses, and atthe 
correct distanee from the condensing lenses, Ifthe jet ts not In the 
proper position, one part or another of the screen will be dark, 
whereas, when the adjustment is just right, the entire lighted surface 
of the sereen will bo evenly iiiuminated. Tho diagrams herewith sub- 
mitted wil beof great assistance to the operator in determining tho 
true position of the jet. Figure 1 shows the appearance of the screen 
when, the jet is too farto the right. Figure 2, when too far to the left. 
igure 3 indicates that the jet is too high. Figure 4, when tt Is too low. 

Tigure 5 shows the appearance of the screen when the jet is not at 
the correct distance from the condensers, even though it is correctly 
centered. The result being a dark ring around the illuminated sur- 
face, Ifthe jet is too near the condensers, the rings will have a bluish 
border, if too fur, it will have an orange colored border. 


Figure 6 shows the appearance of the illuminated dise on the 
screen when the position of the jet is “just right,” truly centered and 
atthe right distunee from the condensers. A Httle experlence will 
ennble the operntor to adjust his Hight properly within a few nlnutes. 


he lime cylinder should be turned as often as every five minutese 
Failure to do this is liable to form a pit in the surfnee of the Himes 
which may throw a tongue of flame against the condensers, and break 
them. Usually the light will begin to hiss when the surface is much 
pitted, and it should be immediately turned, Tf the opening in the 
eee the jet [s too far away from the lime, it is Hable also to cause 
Ussing.

Lhe optical principle of the moving picture machine is the same 
as the mugic lantern, the only ditference being that the pictures 
Bp DEAE on a flexible transparent film, passing the lenses in rapid suc- 
cession. . 

The films which produce the moving pictures are madeon a long 
transparent colluloid tape, the length of which varies from 25 feet up- 
wards. and has on it a series of photographs taken at the rate of from 
20 to 40 fect per_ second. ‘The 50-foot films contain wbout 800 of these 
photographs. The movement of tho obicct that has been photo- 
graphed has been recorded in such rapid succession that when the 
films are moved pass the lenses in the projecting machine, at the 
Samo rate at which they were taken, the changes from one picture to 


-inother are made so rapidly that the eye cunnot detect it, and tt 


occms to present on thoscreen 2 single picture with wll the movements 
oO c. 


Yor the illumination of moving pletures in theaters, electric or 
calcium light is the best, but our Vapor Light will give good results in 
churches, School houses and halls. Por the adjustment and manipu- 
lution of the light, see directions under the head of Electric or Caletum 
Light. The lightshoutd be about 3 to3% inches from the condensing 
lenses but the exact distance, height, etc., must be determined by the 
wppoiurince of the light on thescreen. As the surface of the pictureon 
the films is but about 4xl inch, and us powerful a light as possible ts 
required, it is necessury toset the machine so that the films on the 
rewr of the machine are nbout 12 inches from the condensing lenses, 
wt which distance they will project 2 dise of light which fs just large 
enough to fully cover the surface of the pieture. Our sub-condenser 
ind eoue willbe found agreat advantage in connection with the Op- 
tigraph, 

To use the Optigraph with Stereopticon not mado by us. The 
machine should be mounted on a base about 8 inches wide by 26 to 30 
inches long, depending on the length of the lantern or stereopticon 
Which {t is to be used with. Wo furnish a beautifully polished and 
fInished ouk base bourd, 8x26 inches long, for $1.00. 

The machine must be set so as to be on an exact line with the cen- 
terofthe condensing and objective lenses, so thit when the position 
of the light has been adjusted properly for stereopticon work, that the 
small disc of light from’ the condensers will cover fully the opening in 
the rear of the moving picture machine. Phe post which connects the 
machine proper with the iron standon which it rests will permitof an 
adjustment of almost one inch for difference in height. This will be 
sullicient for most magic lanterns, but ifthe magic luntern fs unusu- 
ally high it will be necessary to puta block of wood under the fron 
biuse so vs to raise the machine up higher, 

Whether the machine is set on something to ratse it up or fastened 
direct to the base board, it must be secured rigidly, so as to prevent 
vibration while the machine is in operation. Theiron base is provided 
with three holes in which round head serews of about Lineh in length 
should be used for securing it to the base board. When chinging from 
moving pictures tostereopticdn work it is not necessary to remove the 
base, simply loosen the serew wt the top of the post and lift the ma- 
chine off, leuving the iron buse and post ittuched to the wooden buse,

INSTRUCTIONS FOR OPERATING. 


When using the machine in connection with a stercopticon it will be 
necessary to remove the objective lens from the stereopticon by 
unscrewing it from the collar. 

When the machine {is set to its proper position the light can be ad- 
justed on the sercen in the sume manner as the instructions given on 
a previous page for the adjustment of the calelum Hght for stereop- 
ticon work. ; 

The illumination, when it reaches tho moving picture machine, 
being so hight condensed, is very hot, and as the celluloid film is very 
inflammable, ff must not be wlowed to remain in one position in front, 
of this light for even afew seconds Yor this reason we Brees with 
etch moving picture machine a plate of sanded glass. This plate of 
sinded glass should be put in front of the condensers while adjusting 
the film in the machine, and also while adjusting the focus, in fact to 
remain there so long as the film stands Stationary in the machine. 
Our double slide holder will be found a very greut convenience In 
handling the ground glass before the condensers. 


An extra reel is provided with the 1899 model Optigraph Machine 
nnd is intended to be attached to the spindle which projects from the 
balance wheel on the left hand side of the machine, The reelisa very 
reine Sonventencd in re-winding the film ufter having been run through 
the machine, 


To wind tho fllm, Insert one end under tho ttle wire which pro- 
jects about an finch in length at the side of the spool, ‘urn the spool 
bout two rounds with the hand, then start turning the crank, aud 
wind the film as Indicated in the engraving, 

When tho film has been all wound up, remove the sido of the top 
recl by unscrewing the thumb nut. Now remove the film from the 
Winding reel and place it on the spool of the top recl. The film must 
always be wound so thit when unwinding {t passes through the mne 
ching with the pictures inverted, or, 1n other words, that the top purt 
of the picture appears below. Now ass tho film over the ttle tension 
roller A, open the door at the rear of the machine, and pass one end of 
the film just under the sprocket rollers, and over the small cylindrical 
wooden roller, which is located just under the objective lenses. Now, 
with the right hand, keep the film from the sprocket tecth, und with 
the left hand placo the film so that one of the pictures comes just over 
the opening in the back of the machine. 

Hold tho film in place with tho fingers of tho left hand, and with 
neht hand put holes in the edge of the film everthe nearest points or 
tecth of the sprocket wheels, Careshould be taken, however, that the 
sprocket wheel has been turned so as to bring it to a full stop before 
undertaking to put on the films, When the film has been put onto tho 
sprocket teeth, close the door, turn the latch, and now with the thumb 
screw 3, raise or lower tho gate, so as to make the edges of the 
opening come just even with the edges of the picture on tho film. 

The focusing must be done without removing the sanded glass 
from the condensers, but turn the machine so that theshutter 1s open, 
and allows the light to pass through the film andthe lenses. Now lousen 
tho screw on topof the lens tube and draw out the Inner tube about 
one-fourth of an inch; this should allow the picture to appear indis- 
tinctly on the serecn. Now give the lens a rotating motion, at the 
same time slowly drawing itout, or pushing itin, until the picture is 
seen to be the sharpest. When you have the pteture as sharp as you 
cin muko it, the lens Is supposed to be in focus and it should be secured 
With thoscrew. You are now ready to start and run the film through, 
but we would adviso the first few times that the tilm be run through 
without taking away the sanded glass to make sure that ever thing Is 
working properly. After having run tho film through a few times, put 
Iton again, and. when everything is In readiness, remove tho sanded 
glass, and immediately start the film in motion. The crank should be 
turned slowly, and almost immediately the operator will realize what 
speed Js necessary to give the picture nutural movements.

When using short films it 1s best to use the small separable reel. 
{n this case the films may be slipped on to the little wooden roller, but 
the large reel will be found of advintase for longer films up to 500 
fect. It will be foundconvenient, when using this niachine, tocement 
together cnough filins for an entire exhibition. Slip tho end of the film 
under the wire loop or roller, then roll them on to the big reel, after 
which the entire ength cnn be run throngh the Motion Pieture Ma- 
chine and back again, thus running the film in both directions, ‘he 
buckward motion of the film is very amusing and usually creates 
more winusement than the forward motion, 

In putting the film on the reel it is necessary to start with the 
last end of the film, or, in other words, so that when the film is running 
through the machine the pictures will appear with the upper part 
downwards, for as the lens reverses the pletures they will be shown on 
the screen right side up. 

Now, puss the film under roller (11), raise the frame (J) and pass 
the film (about a foot from the end) between the roller (W) and the 
sprocket wheel (KX). Press the button (N) and the door (3) will open. 
Swing it buck outof the way and place the film in position on the lower 
sprocket wheelin the same way as Indicated In picture on page 26, 
but allow a_loop of film to project itbove the machine about twoinches, 
asindicuted in Dingram No, i. The reason for this loop is that the 
film feeds from the lower sprocket with an irregular motion wnd itis 
necessary to have a loop between the lower sprocket and the upper 
feeding sprocket to prevent tearing the film. See that one of the pic- 
tures is Opposite the opening of the door, close the door, pass the film 
underneath the machine and over the lower roller, indicated by (X) 
Diagram No.1. ‘This lower roller is to prevent the film from being 
scratched by sliding in over the frame. 

The film may be run Into 2 bag or box as it passes from the ma- 
chine, but we recommend a bag which wo can fumish with support to 
attach to frame of machine, price $2.50, 

‘To get the picture properly adjusted to the opening Inthe door 
turn the thumb nut (Q) to the right or to the left until the edges of the 
opening just meet the edzes of the picture.

General Observations. 


FOR THE BENEFIT OF EXHIBITORS AND 
LECTURERS. 7 


Careful attention to the following suggestions will, we think, con- 
tribute much to the success of those engaged in this line of work: 


Do not undertake to go before the public until you are thoroughly 
familiar with the operation of your outtit aud can go through the 
ditYerent operations almost unconsciously. Whrow everything out of 
udjustinent, scatter things about, then readjust, put everything in 
place, run your ims through the Motion Picture aching, and your 
slides through the stercopticon one after another in regular succes- 
sion, until you are sO thoroughly familiar with it that you have no 
feu when you go before the public that you are lable to forget some 
thing or male a mistake, hentrical people who huve beenon the 
stage all their lives priuctice the new play for weeks wnd even months 
in udvanee, and you certainly should not find ita hardship to practice 
for utleast w fewduys, You will find It avery great sitisfaction to 
yourself on necount of the fecling of case, and certilnly it will be w 
much greater satisfaction to know that you are pleasing the public. 
At first it would be well to practice by yourself, but after you have 
beeome familiar with the performance, iuvite in the members of your 
family or most intimate riends, and w little later invite in all the 
nelehbors, and after practicing this way fora few times, or when you 
have learned to feel perfectly easy, then go before the public. 

Be sure to have everything ready and in its place before each 
exhibition.. See that everything is in working order, in fact light up 
your stcereopticon und make sure there is no experimenting to be done 
When near to, or at the time the exhibition is to begin. 


It is always wise and very important to have duplicate parts of 
anything which is liable to be broken or damaged, and always keep & 
oud supply of materials such as chemicals, advertising mutter, etc., 
for it may sometime save the price of uw whole outlit in one evening, 
and also sive the annoyance of disappointing a large audience as wel 
asthe danger of getting yourself into bad repute. Magic luntern or 
stercoplicon views should be carefully arranged in the case provided 
for them, ind the set so ar “unged thit the nuibers ran consecutively. 
By so doing it will not be necessiry to hunt for or eximinge the views 
10 see Whitt comes next. Do not put the fingers on the face of the views 
more thin js necessiry, but hiandle them as fir its poe by their 
edees. iKeep the views Glean by wiping from them all dust or perspir- 


ation, or w dull pieture will be the result. Do not use paper, however _ 


soft it may be, for cleaning views or lenses, 

The use of paperor any other hard substince would ruin them. 
Nothing but old soft linen or soft chamolts skin should be used, and 
itshould be kept as clewn as possible from dirt or vrit, by beating or 
vigorously shaking it oceusionally. Do not use heavy pressure in 
elenning views or lenses, ts tho finest particles of grit are linhle to pro- 
duee seratehes when they have lodged in the mutteriil used for cleun- 
ing. There is no Detter way to remove an necumulation of dust, ih 
or perspimition from lass Cian to hold the wuss near the mouth with

Tf foregoing form fs used, any changes may of course, be made to 
sult the requirements.

1t would be best to have the unnouncement printed in the rending 
coluinn, in which location it will cost more than a regular notice in - 
the advertising column, but it is worth much more. It might be 
arranged slightly diferent Due in the regular advertising column 
and should be made up with display, in type of ditferent sizes an 
styles, but if Inserted in the reading column, there should be no dis- 
play excepting the heavy head line which is customary in the reading 
columns. 

Show your vim and enterprise whereyer you £0 and in every- 
thing you undertake. Do not be backward, but ina gentlemanly wa 
press forward, command the attention of those you meet and you will 
be respected for it. 

- Never say “T can't" or “I don't believe I am equal to the under- 
taking.’ Such thoughts should never enter the mind of any man. 

Neatness in personal appearance and politeness in manner aro 
essential to muke a good impression on those you meet, and if careful 
attention is given to these very {Important points it will bring dollars 
to the pocket of the exhibitor, while the trouble and cost to maintain 
ip wilfamount to but very little. 

“opine feathers make fine birds” is an old and threadbare adage, 
but itis tou well fitted here to refrain from using it. 

Never appear before your audience with your clothes in an 
untidy condition. Give careful attention to your linen, shave often, 
keep your hair nicely trimmed, and attend enrefully to unything 
which will add to your personal appearance, Mie most successful 
lecturers hive been most fastidious in these matters. By this, we do 
not mein the wearing of Jewelry or anything which is gaudy, on the 
contrary, dress plainly but wlwirys newt. 

The srine nentness should be observed ns regards tho arrange- 
ment of the hall, and. many times, at w small expense, the use of a 
few pots of flowers and other inexpensive decorations would add tm- 
mensely tothe affalr, Many inake xv great mistake because they do 
not renlize how largely the popular fecling and sentiment isinfluenced 
by what would seein to the exhibitor as being entirely unnecessary. 

The above precautions should be observed neidly when engage: 
Heel bes a being made by either an advance agent or the exhibitor 

limself. 

When engagements are to bo made by mall some nice neat letter 
head should be used with your Dusiness ecard printed In the corner, 
niso on the envelopes. Tor example: ‘The Winston Illustrated War 
Leeture and Entertilnment Company, Springfield, 11. 

Jomplimentiury tickets can always bo given ont to advantage, 
but should be given with judgment and to people of influence, as they 
will feel highly complimented, and will recominend the entertainment 
to friends and acquintances. People to a great extent try to imitate 
the most intluentiniin their vicinity, und are always anxious todo 
whit the leaders do, and when the best peoplo patronize an entertatne 
ment, itis uceepted as wn Indorsement and v guarantee of its merit. 

Making engugements fs te very important matter and should be 
attended to far enough in advance to insure that tho entertainment 
will be well advertised and that everybody will hive a chinee to 
know ofit. Tholength of time to advertise in advance depends much 
On the class of entertainment, the locality, the class of people and 
other conditions. ‘The exhibition should be advertised usually from 
w week to a few days, but not longer, for if published for more thun a 
week, interest in the affair will be likely to grow old. 

Good press notices are a very reat assistance, and whenever an 
opportunity presents itself, the exhibitor should take udvantage of it,

A well-selected stereopticon or motion picture outfit furnishes a 
form of amusement thatis patronized and enjoyed by all classes, in- 
cluding the very best class of people in the land, and when properly 
managed, is sure to pay big profits. The Motion Picture and Stereop- 
ticon business is divided into three classes as follows: The ‘Praveling 
Exhibition, the Nielkelodion or Nickel Theatre as itis sometimes called, 
and Street Advertising. oh ' : : 

Most generally the traveling exhibition consists of a combination 
of motion pictures and stercopticon views that are shown from one 
to several nights ina place, in theatres, lodge halls, churches, school- 
houses, vaeant stores, or in black motion picture tents which are con- 
strueted especially for the purpose. Some exhibitors, who have been 
able tosave several thousand dollars caeh year, have shown mostly 
within a radius of fifty to seventy-five miles of their own home, sel- 
dom going more than one hundred miles. They go over and over 
almost the same circuit from year to year with increased patronage 
for each return of theirentertainment. ; 

Others prefer to travel over considerable distances, stoppingin 
each successive town, while some visit only the larger cities and towns, 
and then there is quite a large class of others that combine the exhibi- 
tion business with traveling for either health or for pleasure. 

Some of the most successful confine their efforts to showing in 
churches and lodge halls, for which they are usually able to make 
arrangements on a percentage basis, giving a percentageol the receipts, 
ranging from taventy-five to forty per cent, for the use of the church or 
hall. Fraternal Societiesand churches, especially the latter, are usually 
glad to arrange for an entertainment of this kind, as it not only fur- 
nishes an enjoyable and high class form of amusement, but is a very 
important feature in what is even more necessary, viz, the replen- 
ishing of the usually depleted treasury, Very often it is possible to 
give from two to several exhibitions in the same town or city, depend- 
ing upon the population. The fact is, some exhibitors have worked for 
many months and even some have shown continuously in some of the 
larger cities. 

Some exhibitors prefer to carry with them a black canvas tent, 
which is made especially for motion picture exhibitions. Pt is con- 
structed entirely of black canvas and lined throughout, so as_ to shut 
out all outside Hehe By so doing they have little or no ground rent to 

hence nearly allis protit. 
ee ehon itis aansidobed that there are more than 10,000 towns of over 
500 inhabitants and more than 200,000 churches in the United States, one 
begins to get some idea of the endless possibilities, and the vast field 
there is to cover in this line. 

New York City alone has534 churches. Philadelphia 664, St. Louis 263, 
Pittsburg 187, Buffalo 154, Minneapolis 126, Nashville 103, Indianapolis 
96, Atlanta 81, New Haven 65 and Topeka 50. 

Tn addition to opera houses, churches, and halls in the larger cities 
and towns, Is the farming and mining districts outside of the towns and 
cities where the people see very little of up-to-date and high-class en- 
tertainment, are always easy to Interest, and patronize liberally any- 
thing in this line. They also invite and are ready to assist in anything 
which promises to contribute to their church or social organization in 
a financial way. : 
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( Estimate the lesser possibilities we will take for example a 
0 country sehool house, chireh, or hall, which will hold 
Dut 180 people, the receipts for admission at only 15 cents each 
would amount to 322.50, and as the expenses would be very light acon- 
servative estimate after allowing for the use of the hall, assistance, 
board, ete., would be about 315,00 net, and at such an average would 
amount to 90.00 per week, 360.00 per month and $4,320.00 per 
year net profit, 


The receipts from larger Churches, TTalls, and Theatres in small 
towns of from 500 to a few thousand inhabitants, whieh would come 
within the route would be much greater, In such places a series of two, 
three or moreexhibitions may he given in the same town, thus reducing 
traveling expenses, and as this class of ehurches and halls have a ca- 
pacity of 500 to 1,000 or more the receipts may be from $50.00 to $100.00 or 
more per night. 

These Estimates are based on the actual experience of hundreds 

of customers who have written from time to 
time and told of what they have done and from this we believe ft reas- 
onable to ficure that any one with a little ambition and energy who 
willseeureone of these outfits and follow our instructions, should be 
able to make clear of expenses from $1,500.00 to 85,000.00 per yerr. 


Among the best known successes in this line of work is that of John 
L. Stoddard, who gained a wide reputation about TSs0, At that time 
motion pictures were not known, He showed a series of well-chosen 
Saree dene sets, and gave memorized descriptions of the same. He 
visited only the larger cities, Ln Chicago he showed for many years at 
the Central Musie Hall, whieh stood on the present site of the new 
Marshall Field retail building. * The little Theatre seated 2500 people, 
and he was usually favored. with a crowded house for each of his entire 
series of leetures, He continued ins the work mntil 1895, after which he 
retired with a fortune of nearly $100,000. 

About 1892 Mr. Burton Holmes, having accumulated a large num” 
ber of views of different parts of the world while traveling for his 
health, decided to take up the stercopticon exhibition work, and began 
by exhibiting over practically the same cireuib as that shown to by 
Mr:Stoddard, About 1896 motion pictures were introduced for the first 
time, and Mr. TMolmes wisely added this valuable feature to his stereop- 
ticon exhibitions, Mr, Holmes enjoys the distinetion of having shown 
his entire series of five sets of views covering five successful weeks at 
the Auditorium Theatre Building to 3,500 people every evening, nearly 
every entertainment being repeated from two to three times. 

The appreciation shown by the public and the excellent merits of 
Mr. Holmes’ seriesof entertainments has been amply endorsed by flatter- 
ing “press comments” from all of the biz newspapers of Chicago, New 
York and the other great cities of the country. Mr. Holmes’ “Travel- 
o#ues” as he calls them, have also become very popular during the past 
two years in England. 

Mr. Elmendorf has been for several years very popular in this line 
of work in and around New York, but Tast year he made his first ap- 
pearance in Chicago and was favored with full houses for his entire 
series of fine entertainments and the repetitions of the same. 


Che Outfit For The Traveling Exbibitor seers com 


bination of stereopticon and motion picture views, together with a 
suitable apparatus for illumination, A ood selection of both stereop- 
ticon and motion picture views isimperative and should cover some 
subject in which the public generally will be interested. The outfit 
should also include advertising posters, admission tickets, and asmall 
printing outfit for filling in dates, name of subject of exhibition, etc, 
The “Instruction Book and Business Guide” also is avery important 
item, thatis included with every one of our complete outfits. 

Owing Lo the superior merit of motion pictures, some prospective 
exhibitors get the impression that the exhibition should consist of noth- 
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ingelse. Such a view isa mistaken impression, unless it should be the 
intention of operating a Nickelodeon or Five Cent Theatre in a tent or 
store room, giving thirty minute shows at intervals throughout the 
afternoon and evening, but in this case, ib would not come under the 
heading of ‘’Eraveling Exhibitor's Outfit.” 

Tho traveling exhibitors who have been most successful in giving 
exhibitions in theatres, churches, lodge halls, etc., vive a full evening's 
entertainment, covering a prriod of about an hour and a half, the 
principal partot which consists of stereopticon views, which are inter- 
spersed throughout with a good selection of motion picture views, The 
only way toshow views where the beauty of the seenery, ete. is the 
important feature, is with the stereopticon, while on the otjer hand, 
where there is much action in Ghe seene, the use of the motion picture 
is almostimperative. The stereopticon views are restful to the eyes, 
while the motion. pictures are somewhat tiring, hence an exhibition 
covering a& period of an hour and a halt and cousisting of only motion 
pictures would become tiresome, while a mixed entertainment would 
be thoroughly enjoyed all the way through. This fact is amply evi- 
denced by the practice of the acknowledged Leaders in this line. 

Many traveling exhibitors use illustrated songs in combination 
with stereopticon song views and motion pictures. The songs may be 
sung by someone connected with the exhibition, by local talent or by a 
talking machine. 


The Tilumination best adapted to the requirements of the 

traveling exhibitor is by all means the calcium 
light, Electricity is a little stronger than calcium Hght and may be 
used to advantage where connections may be had, but the calefum 
light is more mellow, lacks the dazzling whiteness of electricity, gives 
ainore natural appearance to the pictures, and may be depended upon 
under all conditions, and the Enterprise Portable Gas Outfit will be 
found to be the most. satisfactory means of supplying the gases. The 
Sun Rival, Gasoline Vapor, Vapo Search Light and Acetylene are also 
extensively used by traveling exhibitors, but usually where only stere- 
opticon views are shown,

The street advertising outfit should consist of a stereopticon, are 
lamp, rheostat, wire, ete, a good quality long range objective lens, 
sereen, a selection of advertising lantern slides, a few miscellaneous 
seenie and comic lantern. slides, and a few well chosen motion picture 
views, While not imperative, will add very much to the value of the 
exhibition, and will bring better returns from the advertisers.

of vetting their business eard before the publie, and this method ts, we 
believe, as evidenced by experience, not surpassed by any, and good as 
itis, it has been worked comparatively little. i 

Arrangements can be mide with from twenty to thirty merchants 
ata time to show their advertisements from fourtosix times during 
an evening (either single slides or a series). Advertising slides should 
beinterspersed with a selection from our rezular comic list, seenic views, 
ete., fo keep up the interest, and an ovensional motion picture view 
will add much to the: value, butis not imperative. While the adver- 
tisements of the first set of merchants are being shown, arrangements 
may be made for another set, and so on,

10 or 12 Ineh focus will fill the requirements, and unless otherwise speci- 
fied, we usually furnish the 10 inch. 


Owing to the crossing of the light rays, the position of objects is 
always reversed, for which reason itis necessary to place the stereopti- 
con view upside down so that it may be projected on the screen right 
side up. : 

With weaker forms of iNumination, itis best to work close to the 
sereen, using a lens of not over 10 inch focus as the light becomes 
weaker in transmission over longer distances. for further particulars 
on Jenses, see introductions to stereopticon lenses and condensing 


lenses. 

Dissolving Views constitutes the highest art in the projection of 
Se stereopticon or magic lantern views, and is ac- 
complished by the use of two lanterns or stereopticons, the lenses O 
which are exact duplicates of each other. Usually they are placed one 
on top of the other, and so located that views projecte by both tistru- 
ments will occupy the exact sime spoton the screen. To accomplish 
this adjustment, called the register, the top instrument is provide 
with adjustable supports by which. either a horizontal or vertica 
adjustment may be secured, To produce the dissolving effect, a slide 
is placed in the carrier of each stereopticon ana by mechanica means 
the Hlumination in one instrument is gradually reduced, while in the 
other itiseradually developed to full brilliancy, with the result that one 
of the views gradually fades away, while the other grows to full bril- 
liancy, the change from one to the other producing & most pleasing and 
mystifying effect. After changing the views in the stereopticon, Im 
which the iMumination has been reduced, the dissolver is reversed, 
with the same resuits as before, and so continued throughout the enter- 


tainment. 

When Using Calcium or Acetylene Light, the dissolving is 
accomplished with what is called a dissolving key, Which turns the 
was from one stereopticon to the other. When using electricity, the 
Sun Rival Vapor, the Vapo Search Light, or similar lights the dissolv- 
jing is accomplished by a eut-off used On the front of, the objective 
lenses, called a mechanical dissolver. This will be found illustrated on 
another page. In using the mechanical dissolver, both {luminants are 
allowed to remain full on, while the dissolving, is accomplished by 
covering one lens ata time with the dissolver, and gradually shifting 
the dissolver to the other lens. The dissolving effects in stereopticon 
work is without exception used by the best known operators and 
lecturers, Who have made fortunes in this line of work. Perfect dis- 
solving view work is however aecomplished only by the use of calcium 
light as an illuminant. 

A triple stereopticon and tinter slides are used by some for the 
yurpose of accomplishing certain fancy results in the way of changing 
day scenes to evening or night, and for the showing, of certain movable 
effects.

These slides are known by the name of Poses Plastik ue, Costume 
or Cloak slides. They get their name from the origtnad method of 
projecting the slides, which Was done by having a person pose before 
wblack screen, usually a lady with a white dress and black cloak with 
awhite lining. The cloak is made in the form of a kind of plain 
mantle, and along the front edges is provided with loops through 
Which the arms are passed and by which the cloak is) supported 
When the arms are spread out, in which position the eloak topether 
wilh the white dress of the lady, forms asereen on Which the picture 
from the lantern may be projected, The pictures blend with the 
costume in such a way, as to make it appear that itis either woven 
into or printed on the goods. The cloak should be closed, whieh will 
leave everything black, while the slide is being changed. Phe slides 
for this purpose having the background blacked out, shows only the 
picture from the slide.

his people. After the battle Sitting Bull, with the remnant of his 
sribe, escaped across the line into Canada, A command headed by 
Generul ‘Terry met Sitting Bull and his braves near Fort Walsh on the 
Canadian frontier. full pardon for all past offences was offered the 
old chief, and he was told that if he would peacefally return to the 
United States the Great Pather at Washington would make a new 
treaty with the Stoux, which would be kept inviolate for all time. 
Sitting Bull had been crouching with the members of his family with 
his blanket drawn over his head. As General Terry ceased speaking 
the old chief dropped the blanket and slowly rose to his feet. “Why 
should I go?” he asked. ‘Your government never keeps its promises 
with my people. If you can show meone single treaty ever made by 
the Greut Father that was kent in good faith and my people will go 
back with. you,” and Genera ‘Terry io speakin ofthe matter after- 
wards said that he was compelled to confess with shame that he could 
not recall one such instance.

Pose Slides. 


These slides are known by the name of Poses Plastique, Costume 
or Cloak slides. ‘They get their name from the original method of 
projecting the slides, which was done by having a person pose before 
ablack screen, usually a lady with a white dress and black cloak wil h 
a white lining. The cloak is madein the form of a kind of plain 
mantle, and along the front edges is provided with loops through 
which the arms are passed and by whieh tho cloak is supported 
when thearms are spread out, in which position the cloak together 
with the white dress of the lady, forms asereen on which the picture 
from the lantern may be projected. ‘The pictures blend with the 
costume in such a way, as to makeit appear that itis either woven 
into or printed on the goods. ‘The cloak should he closed, which will 
leave everything black, while the slideis being changed, The slides 
for this purpose having the background blacked out, shows only the 
picture from the slide.

Opportunities to make hig money do not often come in this world, 
neither do they stay long when they do come, 

'The man who achieves success is the man who grasps opportunities 
as they come and who holds on to them. 

There is nothing particularly new or novel about these self-evident 
truths, but Lrepeat them here just because they point to the opportunity 
and condition which exists to-day in the moving picture business, and 
which shrewd men are seeing and grasping to their own gain. 

The moving picture to-day offers the greatest opportunity in 
existence for men to mike moncy. 

It offers the only opportunity for those of Tittle capital to establish 
themselves in an honorable, permanent business, where failures are 
practically unknown, and which pays big right from the very start. 

But because this business pays us well, it is an opportunity, too, 
whieh will not always be open to you, and you should lose no time in 
petting into it. 

In considering whether any business is worthy of the time and 
attention of earnest men there are several pol to be settled.

I merely mention this that you may know that you may place full 
dependence and confidence in every statement made to you in this 
little book. I know the possibilities of the business better, J believe, 
than any other man in the country, and because [ know the business so 
well L know that it offers you or any other live man a bigger income— 
steady—than any other field open to you to-day. 


Che Business Ts Easy to Learn 


Tt is so easy, in fact, that no learning is really necessary atall. Any 
one with average intelligence and the experience of an adult in business 
alYairs can successfully engage in it. No experience is necessary. Let 
me repeat that. You do not have to know one solitary thing about the 
moving picture business to succeed in it at once, The most successful 
men in the business are men who knew nothing at all about it when they 
started. Their own natural inteligence—just the same sort of intelli- 
gence that you and everyone else has—is all that is necessary. And the 
po as quick and sure as itis easy. It is nothing unusual to have 

nexperienced operators—men just starting in the bnsiness—make the 
total amount of their investment in the first two weeks, After that itis 
“all velvet,’ as the saying goes. 

No other business on earth can equal this record. Ordinary busi- 
ness investments do well to pay for themselves in two to five years, but 
in the moving picture business there is no such waiting. Your income 
starts at once and the return is sure. No one can make a mistake in 
going into it. 


Chere Is No Competition to Fear 


Most businesses, particularly those which are very profitable, are 
overcrowded. So many people go into them that nobody except a very 
few can hope to make any money, In spite of the fact that the moving 
picture business offers bigger profits and bigver opportunities than any 
other there is no fear of competition in it. ‘The field is not covered by 
one-tenth and the demand is not one-tenth nor one-hundredth part 
supplied, and it never will be. The demand grows faster than tho 
supply. Why, no matter how many people go into the business you 
need never fear of being crowded out. IT will explain to you when I 
discuss the various branches of the business in the pages which follow. 

The moving picture business is divided into three branches, In the 
pages which follow I will give you briefly the chief points concerning 
each of the three branches into which the moving picture business is 
usually divided. I can only give you an outline here of the various 
branches of the business. 1ave not the space to enter into every 
detail concerning it. T will, however, gladly supply complete informa-~ 
tion upon any one of the branches in which ee may be interested, or 
answer any questions which you may wish to ask me at any time in 
personal letters, 

These three branches are the Traveling Exhibition, the Nickelodeon 
or Nickel Theatre as it is sometimes called, and Street Advertising. 
Taking them in their order, let us see what each of these three branches 
have to otfer you as a money maker, : 


Craveling Exhibition 


Usually the Traveling Exhibition consists of a combination of 
moving pictures and stereopticon views. ‘The exhibition is shown from

About twelve years ao, when motion pictures were first, 
introduced, Mr. Holmes wasshrewd cnough Co add this val wable feature 
tohisstercopticon exhibition, Abr Holmes ¢njoys the distinction of ae 
ing shown his entire series of five sets of views, covering tive suCCOssftl 
weeks at the Auditorium Pheatre building in Chicago to more ae 
aad peeple every evening, Nearly every entertainment was repeater 
from two to three times. ‘The appreciation shown by the public to the 
meritsof Mr. Holmes’ series of entertainments has been amply endorsed 
by the many flattering press comments from all the big newspapers i 
ihe country. Mr. Holmes’ © Travelogues,” as he calls them, have also 
become very popular during the past several years in England. 


Mr. Elmendorf has forseveral years been very popular inexhibition 
work in and about New York, but itis only a yearor two ago since he 
made his first appearance in Chieago, and he las been favored with full 
houses fur his entire series of five entertainments, 


Some of the most successful exbibitors confine Cheir work to showing 
in ehutches and lodge halls, and for which they are usually able to 
make wrrangements on a percentage basis, commissions and percentage 
of the receipts ranging from 25 percent, to40 per cent, for the use of the 
ehureb or hall. 

Fraternal societies and churches, especially the latter, are usually 
elad to arrange for an entertainment of this kind, as it not only 
furnishes an intelligible, high-class form of amusement, bub a very 
important feature in what is offen more necessary—the replenishing of 
the usually depleted treasury. Very often even in very small towns it 
is possible to give from two to six exhibitions in the same town or cy, 
depending, of course, upon the population, In fact, as Lhave already 
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said, some exhibitors have worked for many months within the same 
territory and have shown continuously in some of the larger cities. 

Some exhibitors prefer to carry with them a black canvas tent which 
is made especially for motion picture exhibitions. It is constructed of 
black canvas and lined throughout, so as to shut out all outside light. 
By so doing they have ttle or no ground rent to pay, hence nearly all 
is profit. 

When it is considered that there are more than 100,000 towns of over 
500 inhabitants and more than 200,000 churches in the United States itis 
easier to grasp some idea ot the endless possibilities and the vast field 
there is to cover with stereopticon and moving picture entertainments, 

New York City alone has 534 churches, Philadelphia 664, St. Louis 
268, Pittsburg 187, BuiYalo 154, Minneapolis 126, Nashville 115, [ndian- 
apolis 96, Atlanta 81, New Haven 65 and ‘Topeka 50. These are only a 
few cities chosen at random, and yet every church in the country offers 
a fertile field for the traveling exhibitor, 

In addition to opera houses, churches and halls in the larger eities 
and towns, is the farming and mining district, ete., of the towns and 
cities where the people have very little of up-to-date and high class 
entertainments, and are always easy tointerest, and patronize liberally 
anything of the kind. They also invite and are ready to assist in any- 
thing that promises to contribute to their church or soctal organizations 
in a financial way. [tis easy to reach a church or social organization 
either by letters—you can get their names. from directories—or by 
personal solicitation, or still better, by advertising. Of this [ will, how- 
ever, speak later, 


Che Profits of the Traveling Exhibitor 


In order to estimate the possibilities of this wonderful business in 
the very smallest place, we will take for example a country school 
house, church or hall which will hold about 150 people. The receipts 
for admission, if we were to charge only 15 cents per person, would 
amount to $22.50 and as the expense would be very light, a conservative 
estimate, after allowing for the use of the hall, assistant, bowrd, and, in 
fact, allexpenses, would be about $15.00 a night, and at such an average 
would amount to 890.00 per week or more than 34,300.00 per year, and 
this, remember, is the net profit. 

The receipts from larger churches, halls and theatres in small 
towns of from 500 to several thousand inhabitants, which would come 
within the route of the traveling exhibitor, would be very much greater, 
In such places a series of two, three or more exhibitions may be given 
in the same town, thus reducing traveling expense, and as this class of 
churches and halls usually hive a capacity of from 500 to 1,000 or more 
people, the receipts may be from §$.0,00 to $100.00 or more per night. 
Now remember that in giving you these estimates Tam basing my 
statements upon the actual experience of hundreds of men whom [have 
started in the business, They have no reason on earth to tell me any- 
thing but the exact truth, and Lam viving you the figures just as they 
have written tome time and time again telling of what they had done. 
Basing our estimate and possibilities of the traveling exhibition from 
these actual facts, itis not very much work to figure that anyone who 
has even alittle ambition and average intelligence and energy and who 
will follow my instructions, should be able to make absolutely clear and 
above every expense, from $1,500.00 to $5,000.00 per year, Hundreds of 
men are doing far better than this, and it does not make any difference 
how much competition you may have. The field isso large and the 
varieties of subjects which you can show so great, that even if there 
were a half dozen other exhibitors working in the same county it would 
not affect your receipts in the slightest degree. Churches and societies 
sometimes have from two to four such exhibitions in the course of a 
single week, and they all pay big. People never get tired of looking at 
stervopticon and moving pictures. 
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How Much Capital is Required 


The amount of investment required to set one’s self up as a traveling 
exhibitor, of course, depends vere largely upon the size of the outfit. It 
js the least expensive of all branches of the business to eb started in. 
An invesmentof from $150.00 Lo 2250.00, according to the size of the out- 
fit, is all that is required. This covers everything. Th what other 
business can you possibly engage which would pay you even a fraction 
as well for the amount invested ? 

The outfit of the traveling exhibitor should consist of a combination 
of stereopticon and motion picture views, together with a suitable 
apparatus for illumination, A good selection of both stereopticon and 
motion pictures is imperative, and should cover some subject in which 
the public generally will be interested. The outfit should also include 


advertising posters, admission tickets and a small printing outfit for 
filling in dates, names of subjects, ete. The instruction book and 
business euide, which you find described in the following pages of this 
book, is also a very importantitem and is included with every one of 
our complete outtits. With this book and our outfits your success is 
certain. Owing to their novelty and attractiveness some prospective 
exhibitors get the impression that the exhibition should consist of 
nothing but motion pictures. This, however, isa mistake, except in the 
case of the 5-cent theatres, of which £ willspeak later. This, of course, 
does not come under the head of traveling exhibitor’s worl: at all. ‘The 
traveling exhibitors who have been most successful in giving exhibi- 
tions inchurches, lodge halls, ete., give a fall evening’s entertainment, 
covering a period of about an hour and a half, the principal part 
of which consists of stereopticon views which are interspersed through- 
out with a good selection of motion pictures, The only way to show 
views where the beanty of the scenery is an Important feature is with 
the stereopticon, while‘on the other hand, where there is action in the 
scene, the use of the motion picture is imperative. Stercopticon views 
are restful to the eyes, while motion pictures are somewhat tiring, 
hence an exhibition covering a period of an hour and a half consisting 
only of motion pictures would become very tiresome. A mixed enter- 
tainment, on the other hand, is thoroughly enjoyed all the way through, 
Phis fact is amply evidenced by the practice of all the acknowledged 
exhibitors. ; 
My traveling exhibitors use illustrated songs in combination with 
the stereopticon views and pictures, The songs may be sung by some 
one connected with the exhibition, or hy local talent, or a talking 
machine, The second branch of the business is . 


Che Five-Cent Theatre 


This is a branch of the picture business which alone would require 
a book of this size to tell one-half of the wonderful story, his is by 
lone odds the most important branch of the business, 


_ Phe small amount of help required is one of the strongest features 
in favor of the motion picture theatre, A ticket seller and door-keeper 
to take the tickets and an operator to operate the machine, and perhaps 
2 porter to care for the interior of the theatre, clean up, ete., is practi- 
eally all the help required.

Caleium Light is without any question more generally used by the 
most progressive exhibitors than any other form of iNumitnation for 
oplies! projection work, While in motion picture work there is a 
slight advantage in favorof the clectrig are light in that the fllumina- 
tion is stronger, exhibitors in stereopticon work prefer calcium light. 
owing lo its freedom from the dazzling whiteness of which T have 
spoken, When used at its maximum efficiency calcium light. will 
produce iluminiation the intensity of which is within 50 percent. of that 
given hy eleetric light when used under average conditions, 

The Sun Rival Gasoline Vapo Light and the Vapo Search Light 
may be considered in one class, being well adapted for stereopticon 
work, having been very hugely used owing both to their portability 
and cheapness of operation. The cost of operating a Sun Rival is about 
one cent per hour and the Vapo Searchlight about eight cents per hour 
including the mantles. They produce about 275 candle power and will 
illuminate astereopticon view up to ten or twelve feet in diameter. 
While Ldo not recommend the Sun Rival for motion picture work it is 
sometimes used for this purpose when showing small pietures of six or 
seven feet in diameter and when the exhibitor is not able in the start 
to provide himself with a stronger and COA Men TY more expensive 
fluminant. Lhese iiuminants are especially well adapted) to. the 
requirements of churches, Sunday-schools, secret societies, ete. They 
are easy and simple to operate and there are no chemicals used that 
will soil the hands or clouhing. 


Acetylene jis a well-known, convenient and economical iWuminant. 
The outfit is light and portable and simple to operate, The cost of 
operating is about 15 cents per hour. Tt produces about 275 candle 
power, whieh is about the same as the Sun Rival and Vapo Searchlight, 
Jncandescent electria light will produce from 40 to 100 candle power, 
depending upon the type of bulb used, and is especially suitable forthe 
requirements of secret societies, churches. school houses and for 
home use. 

Welsbach Gas Light produces nearly 100 candle power, which is a 
little Jess than incandescent electric and is suitable for the same 
purposes, 

Kerosene Oi] Light produces about 85 candle por on Many, many 
years ago when T first went into the stereopticon business ft was used 
quite extensively as an iaminant, but since the invention of so many 
stronger and better forms of iHumination it has been used but little. 
For traveling exhibitors if has another difficulty; the oil leaks out 
salivating everything with whieh it} comes in) contact. I do nou 
recommend kerosene ofl light for any purpose. 


T Supply the Films 


Tamoften asked by traveling exhibitors where they could secure 
their films should they engage in the business. As [ have pretty well 
explained above in the chapter devoted to the ive-Cent Theatre we 
have inaugurated the film rental service which does away with the 
necessity for buying films. lt costs anywhere from $300.00 to $1,000.60 
evamore to get moving picture films, and asit is customary to change 
Lhe subject Insome theatres daily and in others weekly and even 
desirable for the traveling exhibitor to make ovcasional changes, it is, 
af course, nob practicable for him to own his own picture films, 
consequently we supply them ata mercly nominalrental. Phe subject 
to be selected ts one of the greatest importance. It is necessary that 
Lhe exhibitor llastrate something in which the seople will be interested 
in soflicient to attend the entertainment after having seen the adver- 
Usrment. We have deviated radically from the custom used many 
years ago by dealers in this line, and by many of them still continued, 
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who have in their list thousands upon thousands of slides on various

The Care of the Films is of the most vital importance, whether 
you be av renter or the owner, because in either instance you are re- 
sponsible for their condition, Good pictures cannot be produced with- 
out good films. Films may be injured by little cracks at the corners of 
the sprocket holes; by the film jumping the sprocket, and the sprocket 
teeth puncturing or perforating the film; by having the sprocket holes 
torn entirely out atintervals; aseries of divisions between the sprocket 
holes being torn out; the films may be pulled in two at different points 
and have to be spliced; the surface may be covered with fine or coarse 
scratches, which may extend the entire length of the films; the emul- 
sion may be scraped olf in spots, the result of which will be the flashing 
of lightspots; the film may have holes burned in it, ori may be en- 
tirely consumed by a careless or thoughtless movementon the part of 
the operator, When you consider that the value of the average reel of 
film of.

The Absence of Noise is an important feature in the Motiograph. 
There is probably no other element that so seriously handicaps all ef- 
forts In the line of producing a high-class motion picture exhibition as 
anoisy machine, Inthe Motiograph the noise has been subdued by a 
combination of good workmanship, design, and the enclosing of the 
working parts. With the Motiograph it isnot necessary to keep a piano, 
orchestra, or other musical instrument going to cover the noise while 
showing the Motion Pictures, 


Enclosed Gears and other working parts are positively original 
in the Motiograph, and is a feature of the utmost importance. In pub- 
lic places there is unavoidably a great deal of dust. [tis brought inon 
the feet and stirred up by the continuous stream of incomers and out- 
roers and naturally finds lodgment on pay, moist surface, such as the 
ubricated parts of a machine. Much of the dust is fine sand and grit, 
which gets into the bearings and other working parts, clogs them up, 
and quickly wears out and destroys the machine, besides rendering {6 
ata very early date incapable of doing accurate work. TEnclosed parts 
are of advantage also in that they preserve the oil longer and subdue 
the noise of the working parts. 

The gears of the Motiograph are readily accessible for oiling, ete., 
by loosening three thumb screws and removing the side cover. 


Sewing, mowing and other machines were at one time made with 
open gears and working pera but experience prompted a change to 
the modern type with enclosed parts. ‘Che Motiograph is strictly ahead 
of the times in the Motion Picture line. 


The Motiograph Take-Up is not only entirely practicable and a 
thorough success, but in our estimation is necessary for the proper 
handling and care of the film. We are aware of the fact that there are 
take-ups on the market which are practicelly worthless, but the Motio- 
graph Take-up is not only equal toever eiusrement and isa pleasure 
to operate, but is absolutely guaranteed. By its use the filmis kept 
clean, is prevented from becoming entangled, scratched and torn, and is 
also protected from loss by fire in case of accidental i rnition. The Motio- 
graph Take-up is operated by a wide flexible flat belt, the tension of 
which is regulated by an adjustable idler pulley, which insures a posi- 
tive uniform tension as wellas a positive and continuous movement 
of the reel without the danger of tearing the sprociet holes in the film. 
The adjustment of the idler is accomplished by a set screw which is 
held in place by acheck nut, and if the adjustment is made with reason- 
able care it may be depended upon absolutely. Such cannot be said of 
miaehines overated with round belts, which are naturally stiff, stubborn 
and unreliable. 


The Take-up Feeding Sprocket is made a part of the Motio- 
graph. While many machines are sold_without them, we consider it a 
necessary part of the Motion Picture Machine, whether using a take- 
up or running films into a bag or box, because it is necessary not only 
for the safety of the film, but for the steadiness of the picture. This 
fact will beobvious to anyone that is familiar with the ther details of 
Motion Picture projection work. 
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Interchangeable Parts are one of the special features of the 
Motiograph. Ata great expense « most complete set of special tools, 
ies, jigs, ete., have been made for the manufacturing of this machine. 
In fact, each and every part is made with a special tool, and some parts 
require many special ‘tools. Not only has the set of tools been made 
complete, but every one has been finished as accurate and as perfect as 
practicable, 

Tnterchangeable parts afford a great convenience to the operator, 
for, in case of accidental breakage of any part, a new part may be 
had from stock to take its place. 

The Bearings for all of the high speed journals or pivots are made 
of phosphor bronze, which is the best anti-friction metal known for the 
DH oe are held in place by screws, and in case of wear they may 
easily be replaced with new ones, 

Standard Gauge.—The Motiograph mechanism is designed to use 
the standard gauge film. which is in universal use the world over, 
While the perforations of the film made by different manufacturers are 
slightly different, the proportions of the sproeket teeth have been care- 
fully designed with a view to securing the best possible results with all 
the different makes. This cannot be said of other machines. 

Simplicity is a very strong point in favor of the Motiograph 
mechanism, as will be noted by comparison with other machines, No 
parts have been Used that are not considered absolutely essential to 
the production of the results to be attained, Every part that comes in 
hourly use by the OPEN occupies the most convenient location, and 
its construction anc manipulation is so simple that the most inexpe- 
rienced will have no difticulty in immediately acquiring a knowledge 
of its operation. 


The Design of the Motiograph mechanism will be readily recor- 
nized by those familiar with the business as a radical departure from 
those in general use,and there are several reasons for this radical 
departure, viz: a desire to obtain the maximum of strength with the 
minimum of materials that the working parts should all be enclosed; 
to have every working part in the most convenient lovation; and to 
combine withstrength and rigidily the best possible artistic elfect. 


The Finish of the Motiograph mechanism is most artistic and 
durable and quite in keeping with the beautiful outlines and well 
balanced proportions. The frame, reel arms and magazine spiders are 
heavily coated with black cnamel. The frame and arms are orna- 
mented with a dainty striping, while the ornamentation of the frame 
proper is supplemented by small decaleomania designs. The front plate, 
the film gate, theerank, the f ‘taming handle, the swivel clamp nut, the 
take-up pulleys, sprocket idler brackets ind other trimmings are 
nickel-plated and polished. ‘The heat arrester plate on the film gate 
has a spotted copper-oxidized finish. The extension tubes, focusing 
ring, and telescope tube of the Objective lens are nickel-plated, while 
the jacket or body of the lens and the upper and lower fecding sprockets 
are polished brass, protected with a sreenish tint of imported acquer, 
The fireproof magazines have a spotted copper-oxidized finish. The 
beauty of the combination must be seen to be appreciated. 


The Objective Lens used on the Motiograph ts the A, C. BR. Special, 
the beauty and proportions of which are not approached by any other, 
The glasses are of the maximum standard size, and are carefully and 
accurately finished and focused, with a view to securing the maximum 
amount of illumination, with sharp and uniform detailbin the picture. 
The quality of the Motiograph Jens is strictly high grade in every 
regard, is excelled by none and is far supcrior to the average. 


The Spiral Focusing Ring of the A. 0. R. Special Lens, with triple 
bead knurled focusing band, is absolutely unapproached for ease and 
accuracy in focusing, convenience, neatness of desien and finish. The 
jacket is finished ina rich yellow Egyptian bronze lacquer: the foeus- 
ne band and lens tube are nickel-plated and the cells are finished in 
black enamel. The different colors are thus combined to bring about 
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the most artistic effect. This new style lens mount is in keeping with 
progress in high grade photo lenses, is a very marked improvement 
over the old style “rack and pinion” focus movement, and, further- 
more, it is not liable to injury in transportation. The Motiograph may 
be had with other styles of lenses when desired, 

A Wide Range in Size of Pictures may be projected by the use 
of the A.C. R. Special Interchangeable lens cells, which enables the 
operator to locate his machine in any part of the hall that is most con- 
venient, and yet project a picture of suitable size. 

The Interchangeable Lens Cells are responsible for a Great 
Economy in lens purchases. By their use only one Jens body is 
required, and that is the best that can be made. Different sizes of 
pictures may be projected without changing distance between machine 
and sereen, by simply changing the cells in the lens. The cells are all 
marked with numbers to avoid the possibility of mistakes in selection. 


An extension collar is required and is furnished with each complete 
lens or pair of lens cells (except the 3 inch and 436 inch. which neu ute 
none) Lo locate the mounting the proper distance away from the film 
to bring the lenses into focus. A “Table of Sizes” showing the different 
sizes of pictures that may he projected with the dilferent. lenses at 
different distances, and_a complete description of the A. C. R.S pecial 
lenses will be found under the heading “Motion Picture Lenses.” When 
ordering extra lens cells always state if they are to be used on the 
Motiorraph. 

Extreme Short Focus Lenses may be used with the Motlograph, 
owing to the location of the shutter, which is unusually near to the 
film—an arrangement that is accomplished by the peculiar construc- 
tion of the Motiograph. Certain classes of work, where it is necessary 
to produce a very large picture compared to the distance the machine 
is located from the screen, can be produced only with a very wide angle 
lens, and such a lens can be used only where the location of the shutter 
will permit. The Motiograph is admirably adapted for this class of 
work, 

The Electric Motor Attachment which has been designed to fit 
the machine may be added at any time. The pulley support is attached 
by machine screws to the gear cover, and has a loose socket connection 
with one of the spindles under the gear cover. The pulley takes a flat 
belt which is most reliable and desirable, and an idler pulley with screw 
adjustment provides a most perfect adjustment for the belt, 

The Slide Carrier Swing is another important Motiograph im- 
provement. By its use the slidecarrier used for showing Stereopticon 
views may be instantly swung out from in front of the condensing 
lenses, thus allowing the use of the entire amount of iNumination that 
passes through them, which means a saving of about 60 per cent over 
what is available when the slide carrier is allowed to remain in its 
normal position. 

The Motiograph Lamp House is furnished in three Styles, viz; 
The “Plain,” the “Lid O1F Wide Open” and the “Underwriters’ Lid Off" 
Lamp House. 

The Plain Motiograph Lamp House is made of best Russia iron, 
and opens on the side and rear only. Itis the style in most general use 

-in the smaller towns and cities, where it is not necessary Lo comply 
with special laws. 

The “Lid-off Wide Open” Lamp House means just what the 
description says. The top opens entire and almost the entire right side 
opens. These features are of the Breatest’ possible advantage and fill 
along-felt want by those who are ranning continuous shows, which 
makes it necessary to change the carbons while the lamp house is hot, 


The above are features not heretofore to he found in any other 
machine. Another advantage is that the lamp house is unusually 
large and roomy. It has porcelain bushings for the entrance of the 
wires. Ample ventilation is provided hy aseries of openings at top and 
bottom on both sides. The openings are covered with perforated sheet 
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metal to prevent theexit of sparks from the carbons. The longitudinal 
swing for adjustment to the various lengths of fovi of condensing 
lenses is six inches. 

The Style B ‘‘Lid-otf Wide Open” Lamp House, as above described, 
meets all ordinary requirements for fireproof protection, 

The Style C, “Underwriters’ Lid-off” Lamp House is the samo 
as the preceding except that it has a smaller side door that is held shut 
by a strong spring hinge and has a heav wire basket on the top to 
prevent contact with anything that might become ignited through 
contact with the lamp house. It also Nas a supplementary bottom 
made of Transite Board, which is an asbestos composition. The lid of 
Wide Open Asbestos Lamp House may be converted into the “Under- 
writers’ Lid-off at any time by the addition of the wire basket, sup- 
plementary bottom, and the spring door which is mounted on a panel 
that is attached to the lamp house by four screws, 


The Burner Slide has long bearings and is of unusually rigid con- 
struction, The longitudinal adjustment is accomplished by means of 
a@ hand wheel in the rear of the lamp house. 

The Condensing Lenses are mounted in a nickel-plated telescopic 
mounting which is held in place by two screws and two eccentric 
clamps. ‘The mounting is easily and quickly removed for cleaning or 
changing the lenses, 

A Dowser Shutter is mounted on the? front of the cone and is 
convenient for shutting off the light to safeguard the film, especially 
when using a machine that is not eyuipped with the automatic firc- 
proof shutter. It is also of value in many cities where the fire 
ordinances are very rigid. The shutter may be used either on the 
top of the cone or on the left side. When used on bop itis held 
either open orshut by a ball weight, and is opened and closed by 
a touch of the hand. [tis located in the most convenient place possible 
for the operator. When located on the lett side of the cone the shutter 
is to be held open by a foot treadle, which, when released, allows the 
shutter to close automatically. The dowser shutter inay be changed 
from one location to the other by removing the cone and turning it. 
The cone is held in place by two dowel pins and two thumb screws. 


The “Motio” Universal Are Lamp is another special Motiograph 
production and is furnished with the Motiograph No. 1 coniplete 
equipments, Besides being heavy and strong and adapted in every 
pare cular for use on heavy currents, it is provided with improved 
leavy carbon Clamps, which’ not only furnish ample contact surface to 
prevent short circuiting, but are sulliciently strong toserve all require- 
ments. The carbons are held firmly between two strong jaws, and 
are clamped in place by a single thumb screw. The carbon clamps will 
hold firmly the entire range of sizes of carbons that are in general use. 

AI Hand Wheel Adjustments for Focusing are aspecial feature 
of the “Motio” Universal not to be foundin any other are lamp. This is 
a feature that will be much appreciated by experienced operators. 
Arc lamps have been in use with two hand wheel adjustments, but the 
“Motio” has all three,viz: vertical, sidewise and endwise. With the hand 
wheel adjustments the point of illuinination may be accurately, 
quickly and positively adjusted to the focus of the condensers. Each 
adjustment it entirely independent of the other, which enables the

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magazines is to prevent any accident of this nature, and to fill this 
requirement the Motiograph Fireproof Film Magazine can be depended 
upon absolutely. 

Both the body and the lid of the magazine is made of strong sheet 
steel, which is Spun to shape and is assembled without the use of 
solder. ‘The magazine is circular in form, conforming to the shape of 
the reel, hence there is no waste of space, and no superfluous weight, 
They are much more artistic and more convenient than if made square. 
The cover of the magazine is provided with a strong spring catch, which 
holds the cover securely in place, 

Kach magazine is equipped with an Automatic Four Roller lire 
Trap, which is so arranged that it may be opened for removing the film 
at any stave of either the projection or rewinding, and is automatically 
closed by spring pressure. The film on entering the magazine passes 
between the two pairs of rollers which are held in close touch with the 
film by spring tension, but are prevented from exerting pressure upon 
it by adjustable screw stops, by which arrangement wear on the film is 
prevented, and the machine will ran caster, 

One of the rollers has flanges on each end to hold the film in line 
with the aperture in the fire trap, and this prevents friction on the 
edge of the film. Phe rollers are also all slightly reduced in diameter, 
leaving only a narrow band at each end, by which arrangement contact 
with the pleture surface of the film is prevented and the unsightly 
seratches, called “rain,” are prevented, As these two pairs of rollers 
are set just close cnough not to press tightly on the film, it would be 
absolutely impossible for fire to pass them.

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Motion Picture Objective Lenses. 


Tha Motion Picture Objective serves the same purpose for the 
motion picture machine as the stereopticon lens does for tho stere- 
opticon, and is constructed after the same general plan, but owing te 
the fact thatthe enlargement for motion pictures must be many times 
freater than for stercopticon pictures, the requirements are pro- 
portionately more exacting. The picture of a motion picture film 
measuresa little less than % ofan inch by 1 inch, while the picture 
portion of a lantern slide view is alittle less than 2% by 3 inches. 
From this it will be seen that the magnifying power of the motion pic- 
ture lens must be three times greater to produce the same size picture 
on the screen, and it naturally follows that in order to secure satis- 
factory results the lens must be made with the greatest possible degree 
of accuracy, in order to secure sharp detail, and depth of focus, both 
of which are absolutely necessary to the production of good pictures. 


In our “Roco Special” Motion Picture Lens we have endeavored 
to leave nothing undone that. would contribute to the best results, 
The lens has been designed hy an expert in this line; one who has 
devoted himself to this line of work ever since the introduction of 
motion pictures. Every stage of the manufacture is conducted by 
the most thorough mechanics who have had long experience in this 
line of work, and from the lens glasses to the mountings every piece 
and part represents the best in both material and workmanship. 


In the planning of this new line of Motion Picture lenses, our 
action has been the same as on. our new line of stereopticon lenses; 
viz., . radical departure from the old system of measurements, and the 
adoption of a new system that is suited to the requirements and in 
keeping with the rapid progress in this lineot work. Instead of giv- 
ing them numbers, or names which means nothing, we have designated 
each lens by its equivalent focus in inches, which means the distance 
between the motion picture film and @ point between the two sets of 
lens glasses at which the light rays cross, this point being usually a 
little in frontoftho dividing line between the two lens cells. The 
following table gives the approximate size of picture projected by the 
different lenses at varying distances from the screen.

If electric connections cannot be had, the only 
other alternative is calcium light. Calcium light is obtained by burn- 
ing a combination of oxygen and hydrogen gases against a cylinder of 
prepared unslicked lime. The gases for calcium light may be had com- 
pressed in tanks from calcium light companies located in the principal 
cities throughout the United States. The tanks hold fifty cenbic feet, 
the cost of which is usually $6.50, besides freight charges, and the 
average consuinption is from six to nine cubic feet per hour. 

The other, and usually more convenient means of obtaining 
calcium light, is by using the Model B Enterprise Portable Calcium 
Gas Making Outfit, which produces calcium gas at a cost of about 
$1.00 per hour. Particulars regarding the Portable Calcium Gas Making

Electric Are Light 


Limited instructions necessary to the selection and use of tho 
eee lamp, rheostats, carbons, switch, fuse block, fuses and wire or 
cable. : 

The principles of the electric arc lamp, though scemingly com- 
plex, are comparatively simple, so far as the requirements of the 
optical projectionist are concerned, and the following instructions, if 
carefully studied, should enable the prospective user to make an 
intelligent selection and use of what is required for his particular 
purpose. 

In electric lighting the following terms are used, viz: volts, indi- 
cating pressure; amperes, indicating quantity; and ohms, indicating 
resistance, 

The meaning of the above terms may be well explained by the 


following simple example; Sppese we havea pipe supplying water, 


and that the pressure with which the water is forced through the pipe 
is one pound per square inch, the hole in the pipe one inch in diameter, 
and the length of the pipe one hundred feet. A certain quantity of 
water will flow through the pipe. 

Now, instead of a pipe supplying water, we have a wire supplying 
electric current, and our electro motive force is one volt, the size of 
our wire is No. 10, and isone hundred feet long. A certain quantity of 
the electric current will flow, which we will call one ampere. 

Now, again referring to the water pipe, suppose we use two pipes of 
the same diameter and the same length. and, instead of one stream, we 
have two streams under the same pressure, consequently twice as much 
water must flow. In the same way, the more pipes added, or the larger 
the pipe, the greater the amount of water that will pass. From this it 
willbe understood that a change in the size of the pipe or increasing the 
number of pipes changes to a corresponding degree the volume of the 
water that will flow. 


Again referring to the use of electricity, instead of water, we have 
one volt pressure, and instead of using one wire, we use two wires, one 
hundred feet in length, of the same size, and instead of one current, we 
have two currents of one volt pressure, from which it will be seen we 
have twice as much current as would flow through the one wire. The 
greater the number of wires, or the larger the wire, the greater the 
amount of current or quantity of electricity that will be carried. 

Now, if in the case of the water pipe with the one inch hole and one 
rue pressure, we reduce its length to fifty feet, the pipe offers only 

alf the resistance to the flow of the water, thus giving us twice the 
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amount of water flowing. From this-it will be understood that a 
decrease in the length of the pipe increases the flow of water, and an 
increase in the length decreases the rate of the flow of water, 


Again making the comparison, if we have an clectro-motive force 
of one volt flowing through No. 10 wire, we reduce the length of the 
wire to fifty feet, we have twice as much current as when using the 
wire of one hundred feet, owing to the decrease in the resistance to the 
current, thus giving us two amperes of current. I'rom this, it will be 
observed that by decreasing the length of the wire, we increase the 
“ute of the flow of current, and by increasing it, we decrease the rate 
of flow of the current, 


For electric lighting purposes two types of current are in general 
use, viz: the direct and the alternating, The direct is one in which the 
current of electricity Hows constantly in one direction. The alter- 
nating current is one in which the direction of the electric current is 
reversed with great frequency, running alternately in first one and 
then tho other direction. 


Eloctricity is computed by what is known as Ohm’s law, whieh is 
as follows; A. pressure of oue volt will carry a carrent of one ampere 
through one ohm of resistance. According to Ohm’s law, the three 
units of electricity are dependent upon cach other; that is, the cur- 
rent increases when the voltage increases, and decreases when the 
resistance increases. 

Computations of electricity are made after the formula: “Current 
equals clectro-motive force divided by resistance.” Thus, if any two 
factors are known, the other may be readily asvertained. 


A certain amount of resistance is required when operating an 
electric arc lamp, in order to reduce both the foree (pressure) and 
the volume of the current, and it is the oflice of the rheostat to supply 
the needed resistance, 


The watt is another essential unit in electric measurement, but is 
of little importance to the optical projectionist, except as referred to 
in the bills from the electric light companies. tis the measure of 
strength by horse power of a current of electricity and represents the 
energy that a current is capable of developing, whether in power, heat 
or light. For example, one ampere flowing at aw pressure of one volt is 
equal to One watt, and 746 watts are equal to one horse power, 


Flectrically speaking, all substances are divided into two classes— 
they are either conductors or non-conductors, the hitter called insu- 
lators. Both conductors and insulators are of varying value, so far as 
their respective properties are concerned. Pure annealed silver is 
considered the best conductor, with copper, gold, platinum, iron, tin, 
lead and bismuth decreasing in conducting properties in the order 
named, bismuth being almost a non-conductor, 


The best known non-conductors or insulators are dry air, rubber, 
parafine, slate, glass, poreclain, mica, fibre, wood and shellac, named 
nthe order of their value as non-conductors. All of the above are 
more or less affected by moisture, losing their insulating qualities 
when wet, To conduct « current of electricity with the least possible 
amount of waste and the least resistance, ib is necessary to have the 
best practicable conductor, which from a commercial standpoint is 
copper, and it should be separated from contact with metal or other 
conductors by some good insulator. The insulators most generally in 
use are slate, glass, porcelain, mica and fibre. 


The Electric Are Light is the result of the electric current jump- 
ing, so to speak, from one conductor to another, in order to complete 
the circuit. The lightis produced by the excessive friction or resisti- 
ance of the air to the passage of the electric current, For example, if 
you bring together two wires, the ends of which are connected with a 
primary battery, such as is used with an electric door bell or telephone 
outfit, and then separate them, the result will be a tiny electric spark, 
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Tr vou bring together two wires conneeted with electric Heht elrenit 
of 10 volts, and then sepia mate them, the result will be a blinding flash, 
and the melting of the two wires at the point of contact, The reason 
for the difference in intensity 
between the two sparks is due 
8 io the greater intensity of the 
electric Heht circuit over that 
of the electric door bell cire 
cuit.

Yor this work two varieties of carbons are used, viz: what are known 
as solid and soft cored. The solid carbons are made of the same com- 
position throughout, while the soft cored carbons have a core of very 
soft carbon in the center, which is used for the purpose of making them 
burn more readily in the center than on the outside, thus holding what 
is called a “crater” in the center of the carbon, 

The Knife Switch should be of ample capacity to fill all require- 
ments whether for the traveling exhibitor or one thatis permanently 
lovated, and generally speaking, we would advise the combination of 
the knife switch and fuse block when using asingle lantern, or motion 
picture machine alone. 


When using a double lantern, two knife switches are required, and 
it will be found more convenient to have the switches and the fuse 
block separate, The type of fuse block that uses enclosed fuses is most 
desirable, because in most cities and towns the Board of Underwriters 
will no longer permit the use of the open link fuses. 


Our No.7 Electric Knife Switch and Fuse Block is recommended as 
thoroughly efficient and one that will fill all requirements up to 250 


volts and fifty amperes. 
Carbons 


For direct current, when using fifteen amperes, it is customary to 
use a % soft cored carbon above and ¥, to% solid carbons below, usually 
the latter, The reason for using the larger carbon above is that the 
direction of the current is from the lower to the upper carbon, by 
reason of which the upper carbon is called the positive carbon, The 
positive carbon burns faster than the negative, and as both carbons, in 
most of the hand-feed lamps, are fed with equal speed, it is necessary 
to compensate for the greater consumption by having greater diameter, 
which retiins the arc in line with the optical center of the lenses, 

For use on alternating currents, it is customary to use two soft 
cored carbons of the same size, or the upper one only slightly larger. 
Tn the alternating current neither carbon is positive or negative, but 
the upper one burns slightly faster on account of the upward course of 
the flame. A good combination for allernating work fs 7 soft cored 
below and ¥ soft cored above, when using fifteen amperes of current, 
and 4; soft cored below and % soft cored above when using 25 amperes 
or more, 

The fuse bloek is necessary as a protection to the main line, and to 
the lights in the house, incase of accident. use wire is made of soft 
composition metal of a low melting point. If from carelessness or 
through oversight the two wires that supply the current should come 
incontact with each other, either directly or indirectly, through the 
lamp, lamp house, or other parts of the apparatus, il passes more cur 
rent through the fuse than it was made to carry, and insteadof putting 
the line out of commission, it simply burns out one or both of the wires 
enclosed in the fuse plugs of the fuse block, and by replacing the fuse 
plugs. which can be done ina few moments, the line is again ready 
for use. While the fuses should be of ample carrying capacity to 
furnish suflicient current for the requirements, they should not be 
stronger than the fuses that connect the house wires with the sup- 
ply wires, otherwise, in case of accident, the entire lHghting system 
might be put out of commission. Usually 25 to 85 amperes capacity is 
suflicient. 

Fuse blocks are quoted without fuses, hence it is necessary to order 
them of sufficient capacity to serve the requirements. wo fuses are 
required for the fuse block and a few additional should be ordered to 
provide for accident. : 

Flexible Wire or Cable of sufficient capacity and sufficient length 
should be provided to make connections between the instrument and the 
supply wires of the main building. For a permanently located outfit 
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suchas in a Motion Picture Theatre, Church or Hall, it is customary 
to have the local eleetrigian run the wires when practicable to a point 
very near to the instrument, hence but a comparatively short length 
of insulated wire is necessary to make connections to the instrument, 
Some prefer the asbestos covered cable, others the regular jute stage 
cable. Where notover fifteen amperes of current are used, the flexible 
insulated electric light wire will generally fill the requirements, except 
in cities where prohibited by the regulations of the Board of Under- 
writers or the City Council, 


The traveling exhibitor should be equipped with a length of any- 
where from 30 to 100 feet of flexible wire or stave cable, as he will often 
find that the souree of supply is some distance from the most conveni- 
ene point where the fnstrument could be located. The capacity of the 
stage cable will be found in the regular price list.

Most generally the traveling exhibition consists of a combination 
of motion pietures and stereopticon views that are shown from one 
to several nights ina place, in theatres, lodyo halls, churches, school- 
houses, vacant stores, or in black motion picture tents which are con- 
structed especially for the pu'pose. Some exhibitors, who have been 
able to save several thousanc dollars cach year, have shown mostly 
within a radius of fifty to seventy-five miles of their own home, sel-

Others prefer to travel over considerable distances, stoppingin 
each successive town, while somo visit only the larger cities and towns, 
quite a large class of others that combine the exhibl- 
tion business with traveling for either health or for pleasure. 


Somo of the most successful confine their efforts to showing in 
churches and lodge halls, for which they are usually able to make 
arrangements on ti porcentage basis, giving & percentage of the receipts, 
ranging from twenty-five to forty per cent, for the use of the church or 
hall, Pf “ternal Societies and churches, especially. the latter, we usually 
glad to arrange for an entertainment of this kind, as it not only fur- 
nishes an enjoyable and. high class form of amusement, put is a very

Among the best known successes in this ine of work !s thatof Jol. 
L. Stoddard, who gained a wide reputation about TSX0. At that tiie 
motion pictures were nob known, He showed a series of well-choser 
stereopticon sets, and gave memorized eur Hs of the same. He 
visited only the larger cities. Ln Chicago he showed for many years at 
the Central Music Flall, which stood on the present site of the new 
Marshall Field retail building. The little Theatre seated 2500 people, 
and he was usually favored witha crowded house for each of his entire 
series of lectures. He continued in the work nntil 1895, after which he 
retired with a fortune of nearly $100,000. 

About 1892 Mr. Burton Holmes, having accumulated a large num 
her of views of different parts of the world while traveling for his 
health, decided to take up the stercopticon exhibition work, and began 
by exhibiting over practically the same circuit. as that shown to by 
Mr. Stoddard. About 1896 motion pictures were introduced for the first 
time, and Mr. Holmes wisely added this valuable feature to his stereop- 
ticon exhibitions. Mr. Holmes enjoys the distinetion of having shown 
his entire series of five sets of views covering five successful weeks at 
the Auditorium Theatre Building to 8,500 people every evening, nearly 
every entertainment being repeated from two to three times. 


The appreciation shown hy the public and the exeeHent merits of 
Mr. Holmes’ seriesof entertainments has been amply endorsed by fivtter- 
Ing “press comments” from all of the big newspapers of Chicage, New 
York and the other great cities of the country. Mr. Tlolmes’? ‘'Travel- 
ogues” as he calls them, have also become very popular during the past 
two years in England, 

Mr. Elmendorf has been for several years very popular in this line 
of work In and around New York, but last year he made his first ap- 
pearance in Chicago and was favored with Tull houses for his entire 
series of fine entertainments and the repetitions of the same.

Owing tothe superior merit of motion pictures, some prospective 
exniblitors gol the impression that the exhibition should consist of noth- 
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voz olse. Such a view isa mistalcen {mpression, Ynless fe should be the 
fatention of operating a Nickelodeon or Five Cett Theatre ina tentor 
store room, giving thirty minute shows ab intervals throughout the 
afternoon and evening, but in this case, it would not come under the 
heading of ‘Praveling Exhibitor's Outtit."’

where there is much action in the scene, the use of the motion picture 
is almost imperative. The stereopticon views are restful to the eyes, 
while the motion. pictures are somewhat tiring, hence an exhibition 
covering a period of an hour and a half and consisting of only motion 

ictures would become tiresome, while a mixed entertainment would 
ye thoroughly enjoyed all the way through. This fact is amply evi- 
denced by the practice of the acknowledged leaders in this Hine, 

Many traveling exhibitors use illustrated songs in combination 
with stereopticon song views and motion pictures. ‘The songs may be 
sung by someone connected with the exhibition, by local talent or by a 
talking machine.

views, while notimperative, will add) very mueh to the value of the 
exhibition, and will bring better returns from the advertisers. 


Advertisers are ready and glad to patronize means

Arrangements can be made with from twenty to thirty merchants

Choice of an Tluminant. 


There are eight different forms of iIHMumination which are to bo 
considered in the selection of an exhibition outfit. We will name them 
in the orderof their intensity, which isas follows: Electric are, Cal- 
clumor lime light, 8un Rival, Vapo Search Light, Acetylene, Incandes~ 
cent Electric, Welsbach Gas, and Ierosene Oil. 


_ rhe Electric Are isthe strongest of any of the illuminants and 
will under favorable conditions develop about 1350 candle power when 
using 12 to 15 amperes of current and about 2,000 candle power when 
using 35 to 50 amperes (candice power is measured by a comparison of 
the Hluminant in question with the standard sperm candle). Electric 
Are Light, by reason of the greater candle power that may be obtained, 
is better for motion pictures than calcium light. 

While most theatres, halls, churches, ete., where public exhibitions 
may he given, are wired for electricity, taere are many that are not, 
Calcium Light is, without question, more generally used by travel- 
ingexhibitors than any other form of illumination for optical projection 
work, While for motion picture work there isa great advantage in 
favor of the electric are light in that the illumination is stronger, ex- 
erts in stereopticon work like calciuin light owing to its freedom 
rom the dazzling whiteness of the electric are light, and its being @ 
softer and more mellow light, which gives a more natural appearance 
to the pictures, When used at its maximum efliclency Calcium light 
will produee illamination, the intensity of which is considered equal ta 
70U to 800 candle power, 
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The Sun Rival Gasoline Vapor Light, and the Vapo Search 
Light, may he considered in one class, being well adapted for stereop- 
ticon work, and have been very large sellers owing both to their porta- 
bility and cheapness of operation. The cost of operating the Sun Rival 
is about 1 cent per hour, and of the Vapo Search light about 8 cents 
per hourexclusive of mantles. They produce about 276 candle power, 
and will illuminate a stereopticon view up to ten or twelve feet in 
diameter, While we do not recommend the Sun Rival for motion 
picture work, it 1s sometimse used for such when showing small 
pietures of six orseven fect in diameter, and where the exhibitor was 
not able in the start to provide himself with a stronger flluminant. 
These iluminants are especially well adapted to the requirements of 
churches, Sunday Schools, Secret Societies, Day Schools, etc. They are 
exceedingly simple and oy. to handle, and there are no dirty chemi- 
cals of any kind to soil the hands and clothing. 


Acetylene is a well-known, convenient and economical illuminant, 
The outfit is light and portable and is very simple in operation. The 
cost of operating it is about 15 cents per hour, and it produces about 
250 candle power, which is only a little less than that produced by the 
Sun Rivalor Vapo Search Light. 


Incandescent Electric Light will produce from 50 to 100 candle 
ower, depending upon the type of bulb used, and Is especially suita- 
yle to the Paes of secret societies, churches, school houses, 

Sunday schools, etc., and also for home use, 

Welsbach Gas Light produces about 100 candle power, which is a 
little less than the incandescent electric, and it is suitable for the same 
purposes, 

Kerosene Oil light produces about 85 candle power. Many years 
ago it was used very extensively as an illuminant for stereopticon 
work, but since the introduction of so muny. stronger and more conven- 
fent forms of iHumination, it has been but little used. Jfor a traveling 
exhibitor, ft has the added objection of being difficult to transport with- 
out the oil leaking out and saturating everything else that is packed

something in which the people generally will be interested suflictently 
to attend the entertainment after seeing the advertisement.

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The optical principle of the motion picture machine is the same 
as that of the stereopticon, only that the pictures for the motion pic- 
ture machine appear on a transparent film, and pass before the lenses 
in Ne succession. : 

Tho film is a long transparent celluloid tape 1% inches wide, 
(See introduction to Motion Picture Films) the jength varying with 
the duration of the scene that is boing: illustrated. On the film 
is a series of photographs about %xl inch, taken at the rate of 
from fifteen to twenty per second, and to produce the animated 
movements, the films are moved past the projecting lenses at the game 
rate of speed, with a fractional stop between oach picture. On a film 
one hundred feet in length there is a series of about 1,500 separate and 
distinct photographs, cach one slightly different from the other. Irom 
the beginning to the end of the film all the movements will be recorded 
that have been exhibited before the camera at the time the picture was 
taken. For each subject that is to be illustrated, a separate film is 


necessary. 
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) For.the production of motion pictures, the indisenpsable elements 
are, a source of illumination, *A” condensing lenses, “BB” for ather- 
ing and condensing the light rays, and passing them through the pic- 
ture on the film “FL” to the objective lenses of the motion picture 
machine, where it is magnified and projected on the screen “G” where the 
yietures are displayed. The machine must be provided witha mechan- 
sin for intermittently moving the film so that each successive picture 
in its turn appears before the objective lenses, and an automatic shut- 
ter to successsively cut off the illumination while each picture. is 
heing moved to place. Whit is called “persistence of vision’! is de- 
yended upon for the blending of one picture with each succeeding one. 
The motion picture machine must also have & means of framing the 
picture, by which is meant bringing the picture to a position that will 
BCU Ney register its margin with the edge of the light opening in the 
machine. 

It must also be provided with satisfactory reeling mechanism for 
unwinding and winding up the film as it passes through the machine. 
Objective lenses of the highest standard of quality are an indispensa~ 
ble element to high grade motion Diegete work. ees to the small 
size of the picture on the film, wh ch measures only about %xt inch, 
great magnifying power fs required to produce a picture of the re- 
quired size on the sereen, and as the detail of the picture on the film fs 
very small, nothing but a first-class lens will reproduce it accurately. 
Allof this and many other requirements are necessary to the produc- 
tion of a satisfactory motion picture machine, ;

Ast H further improvement is accomplished in the Motiograph 
shutter by the use of the lnterrupting Wing, for the purpose of 
dividing the period of exposure, as a mens of further reducing the 
flicker, but the Tntonen vey wing is reduced in width in proportion 
to Lhe reduction in width of the main wing, all of which is made pos- 
sible by the short travel and the peculiar cone-shaped form of con- 
struction, which features are covered in one of our many patents. 


Shutter Protection is an important feature in the Motiograph. 
The shutter in any machine must necessarily be light and delicate, 
but in the Motiograph the shutter is entirely out of harm’s way, being 
entirely enclosed within the main frame, Many exhibitors have suf- 
fered great inconvenience and Joss of both time and money by the 
breakage of shutters and willfully appreciate this feature. 


Seay Pictures depend upon two conditions, viz: a perfect film 
anda perfect machine. Vithout a perfect film no machine will project 
asteady abe while, on the other hand, with the most perfect film 
obtainable, steady yictures cannot be projected without amuachine that 
is properly designed and absolutely accurate in its vital parts. lor ex~ 
ample, an error of 5-1000ths of an inch in cither the film, the sprocket 
wheel or the Geneva Star, or in the adjustment of tho Star to the Gen- 
eva Driver (pin wheel), when using ailens of six inch focus, produces 
an unsteadiness or dancing movement of the picture on the sercen to 
the amountof approximately one inch, when the machine is located at 
w distance of one hundred feet from the sereen, and a combination of 
two or more of the above errors may multiply the unsteadiness in pro- 
portion to the number of errors. A variation of a muchsmalleramount 
thin the above is not only tiresome, but very annoying to an audience. 

One who is posted and observing mily be easily convinced that the 
Motiograph has been well designed, that it is carefully and accurately 
made, and that first-class material 
has been used throughout. In the 
construction of the Motiograph many 
thousands of dollars more than is cus- 
tomary have been expended for speci- 
al tools, dies, jigs, etc., with a view to 
making the parts of the machine accu- 
“te and uniform.

Note.—By “framing”? is meant, the act of shifting the film to make 
the margin of the picture coincide with the margin of the light opening 
in the machine, It allows an adjustment of considerably over one 
picture, and in bringing the margin of the picture to a point that 
will mutch the margin of the light aperture ib does so without dis- 
turbing any other part of the mechanism, The fact is, nothing but 
the Geneva Intermittent Pin Wheel and Star, the sprocket wheel 
and idler roller are. carried on the framing device.

‘The framing handle may be removed from its 
socket for transportation by giving it a few turns to unscrew it, A pat- 
ent on this framing device has been applied for. 

Vlanged Sprocket Idle Roliers are an important {mprovement that 
isoriginal and is the subject of a patent, By their use the film is guided 
by its edges instead of depending on the sprocket teeth and the perfora- 
tions, the latter of which, if imperfect or damaged, cannot be depended 
upon. When a film runs off the sprocket wheel it is almost sure to be 
seriously damaged, sometimes ruined for a considerable distance, but 
with the flanged rollers properly adjusted there is no danger from this 
direction. 

‘The Absence of Noise is an important feature in the Motfograph. 
There is probably no other element t at so seriously handicaps all efforts 
in the lineot producing a high-class motion picture exhibition as a 
noisy machine, In the Motiograph the noise has been subdued b 
a combigation of good workmanship and design. With the Motiograph 
it is not Recessary to keep @ piano, orchestra, or other musical instru- 
ment going tocover the noise while showing the Motion Pictures,

The Motiograph Take-Up fs not only entirely practicable and & 
thorough success, but in our estimation is necessary for the proper 
hiundling and care of the film. Weare aware of the fact that there are 
take-ups on the market which are practicelly worthless, but the Motio- 
raph Take-up is notonly equal toevery rT oquirement and is a pleasure 
to operate, but is absolutely guaranteed. By its use the filmis kept 
clean, is prevented from becoming entangled, scratched and torn, and is 
also piceie from loss by fire in case of accidental ignition. The Motio- 
graph Take-up is ope mated_by a wide flexible flat belt, the tension of 
which is regulated by an adjustable idler pulley, which insures a posi- 
tive uniform tension as well as @ positive and continuous movement 
of the reel without the danger of tearing the sprocket holes in the film. 
The adjustinent of the idler is accomplished by a set screw which is 
held i place by acheck nut, and ifthe adjustment is made with reason- 
able care it may be depended upon absolutely. Such cannot be said of 
machines operated with round belts, which are naturally stil, stubboro 
and unreliable. — 

The Take-up Feeding Sprocket is made a part of the Motlo- 
graph. While many machines are sold -~without them, we consider it 
n necessary part of the Motion Picture Machine whether using & 
take-up or running films into a bag or box, because it is necessary 
not only for the safety of the film, but for the steadiness of the pic- 
ture. his fact will be opvious to anyone that {s famillar with the 
finer detalls of Motion Picture projection work. 


The Indexed Turn Table Base permits of the mechanism being 
turned oa quarter turn either way, which Is a great convenience for 
olling, inspection, etc. It may be turned by loosening @& single thumb 
nut, and as quickly clamped in place with vise-llke firmness.

thumb screws in each. By an ingenious a rrangement the thumb screws 
cannot falloutot the recl aris when the aris are detached. 

The Crank is made detachable and is held in place hy aneat Httlo 
thumb serew, which engages in a groove in the main shaft, l he Tat 
screw furnishes @ positive fastening. which prevents the possibility oO 
the crank accidentally becoming disengaged, and causing no end of an- 
noyance in the middle of an exhibition. 

The Spring Gate Catch used on the Motiograph is not only unique 
and simple, butis most convenient and effective. Jt is Jocated wt the 
most convenient point and a touch of the finger releases the gate. By 
the action of the film pressure springs, it is thrown open. 

The Heat Arrester Plate on the film gate serves to protect the 
gate proper from the intense heat from the condensing lenses, which in 
turn would convey the heat to the pressure springs, and do more or less 
injury tothe film. 

The Aperture Plate, the Sprocket Wheol and the Sprocket 
Idlers have been designed with great care to avoid contatt with the 
pieture surface of the film, The arrangement by which this is accom- 
plished prevents the unsightly scratches on the fila which shows in 
the picture like rain or flashes of white. 

An Adjustable Bracket for the Stereopt icon Jens is attached to 
the left front side of the mechanism frame. ‘he Stereopticon lens may 
be accurately adjusted for height by a thumb screw, and for lonvitu- 
dinal position by a sliding adjustment, and is held firmly and in proper 
alignment. 

The Motiograph Reel is universal and is made with the same care 
the same class of workmanship, and from the same carefully selec te 
material that is found in the body of the machine. A. reel of good 
quality is essential to the proper care of the film. The sides are made 
of good smooth material, all edges enrefully rounded, and are mounted 
on the core blocks to run true. They will fit and may be used on any 
standard machine. 

Separable Reels may be had with the Motiograph when so speci- 
fled inthe order By their use, it is not necessary to earry a reel for 
each roll of film. The rolls inay be changed almost instantly, on and 
off asingle reel, thus affording an advantage not alone in economy, but 
in making the outfit lighter and more compact for transportation. The 
reels are made of strong material and are lightened as much as is 
practicable by large perforations. 

Interchangeable Parts are one of the special features of the Mo- 
tiograph. Atan expense of many thousands of dollars a most complete 
Seb Petia tools, dies, jigs, etc., have been made for the manufactur- 
ine of thistnachine, In fact, each and every part is made with a special 
tool, and some parts require many special tools. Not only has the set. 
of tools heen made complete, butbevery one has been tinished as accurate 
and as perfect as practicable. 

Interchangeable parts afford a great convenience to the operator, 
for, in case of accidental breakage of any part, &@ new part may be 
had from stock to take its plaice. 

The Bearings for all of the high spee¢ journals or pivots are mad: 
of phosphor bronze, which is the best anti-friction metal known for the 
purpose, are held in place by screws, and in case of wear they may 
easily be replaced with new ones, 

Stundard Gauge. The Motiograph mechanisin is designed to ust 
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the standard gauge film. which is in. universal use the world over, 
While the perforations of the film made by different manufacturers are 
slvlitly diferent, the proportions of the sprocket tecth have been care- 
fully designed with a view to securing the best possible results with all 
the different makes. This cannot be said of other machines. 

Simplicity is a1 very strong point in favor of the Motiograph 
mechanism, as will be noted by comparison with other machines. No 
parts have been used that are not considered absolutely essential to 
the production of the results to be attained. Tvery part that comes in 
hourly use by the operator occupies the most convenient location, and 
its construction and manipulation is so simple that the most inexpe- 
rienced will have no difliculty in immediately acquiring a knowledge 
of its operation. ; 

The Design of the Motiograph. mechanism will be readily recog- 
nized by those familiar with the business as a radical departure from 
those in general use,and there are several reasons for this radical 
departure, viz: a desire to obtain the maximum of strength with the 
minimumof material; to have every working part in the most con- 
venient location; and to combine with strength and rigidity the best 
possible artistic effect. 

The Finish of the Motiozgraph mechanism is most artistic an? 
durable and quite in keeping with the beautiful outlines and well 
balanced proportions. The frame, reel arms and magazine spiders are 
heavily coated with black enamel, The frame and arms are orna- 
mented with a dainty striping, while the ornamentation of the frame 
proper is supplemented by small decalcomania designs, ‘The front plate, 
the film gate, thecrank, the framing handle, the swivel clamp nut, the 
tike-up pulleys, sprocket idiey Drackets and other trimmings are 
nickel-plated and polished. he heat arrester plato on the film gate 
has a@ spotted copper-oxidized finish. Lhe extension tubes, focusing 
ring, and telescope tube of the objective lens are nickel-plated, while 
the jacketor body of the lens and the upper and lower feeding eyeiey 
are polished brass, protected with a greenish tint of imported lacquer.

The quality of the Motiograph lens is strictly high grade in every 
regard, is excelled by none and is far superior to the average. 

The Spiral Focusing Ring of the A.C. R. Special Lens, with triple 
bead knurled focusing band, is absolutely unapproached_ for ease and 
accuracy in focusing, Convenience, neatness of design and finish. The 
jacket is finished in a rich yellow Egyptian bronze lacquer; the focus- 
ing band and Jens tube are nickel-plated and the cells are finished in 
black enamel, Lhe different colors are thus combined to bring about 
the most artistic etfect. This new style lens mount is in keeping with 
progress in high grade photo lenses, is a very marked improvement 
over the old style “rack and pinion” focus movement, and, further- 
more, it is not liable to injury in transportation. The Motiograph may 
be had with other styles of lenses when desired. 

A Wide Range in Size of Pictures may bo projected by tho use 
of the A.C. R. Special Interchangeable lens cells, which enables the 
operator to locate his machine in any part of the hall that is most con- 
venient, and yet project a picture of suitable size. 

The Interchangeable Lens Cells are responsible for a Great 
Eeonomy in lens purchases. By their use only one Jens body is 
required, and that is the best that can be made. Dilferent sizes of 
pietures may be projected without changing distance between machine 
and sereen, by simply changing the cells inthe lens. The cells are all 
marked with numbers to avoid the possibility of mistakes in selection.

Certain classes of work, where it is necessary 
to produce a very lar¢e picture compared to the distance the machine 
is located from the screen, can be produced only witha very wide ancy 
Jens, and such a lens can be used only where the location of theshutter 
will permit. The Motiograph is admirably adapted for this class of 
work, 

The "Plain Wide Open” Motiograph Lamp Mouse ts made of best 
Russiairon, and opens on the side and rear. The side door is made 
very large for convenience in changing carbons, ete. It is the style in 
most general use in the smaller towns and cities, where it is not 
necessary to comply with special laws. 


Another advantage is that the lamp house {s unusually large and 
roomy. It has porcelain bushings for the entrance of the wires. 
Ample ventilation is provided y a series of openings at top and 
bottom on both sides. The openings are covered With J serforated sheet 
metal to prevent theexit of sparks from the carbons. The lonzivudinal

Besides being heavy and strong and adapted in every 
particular for use on heavy currents, ié is provided with improved 
heavy carbon clamps, which not only furnish ample contact surface to 
prevent shortcircuiting, but are sufliciently strong toserve all require- 
ments, The carbon clamps will hold firmly the entire range of sizes of 
carbons that are in general use. 

All Hand Wheel Adjustments for Focusing wero original with 
and are aspecial feature of the “Motio" Universal not to be found in 
other arclamps. Thisisafeature that will be much a ypreciated by 
experienced operators. Arc lamps have been in use with two land 
wheel adjustments, but the “Motio” has all three, viz: vertical, sidewise 
and endwise. With the hand wheel adjustments the point of ilumina- 
tion may be accurately, quickly and positively adjusted to the focus 
of the condensers. Hach adjustment {t entirely independent of the 
other, which enables the operator to correctiny one without disturbing 
the others, ‘The vertical and sidewise adjustments and the carbon feed 
have flexible ball joint shafts or arbors, which permits of their being 
located stationa ry at the point where they pass through the rear of the 
lamp house. “his arrangement is i very great advantage to the op- 
erator, as it enables him to get closer and quicker adjustments thin 
would otherwise be practicable. All parts of the “Motio” Universal 
Arc Lamp are made accurate and strong, and wll parts where per- 
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missible are nickel-plated. The adjustment features of the “*Motio"™ 
Universal ave the subject of a patent applied for. 

The Rheostats furnished with the Motiograph equipments are 
wound with special resistance wire of large size so. as to furnish plenty 
of current, ‘This feature is especially important because, only with a 
strong electric current is it possible to get a strong, bright picture,

THE PRINGIRLES OF OPTICAL PROJECTION 


The following brief review of the leading principles of projection 
is designed for the reader who, having no knowledge of the science of 
optics, wishes to understand the operation of projection apparatus. 

With the aid of the apparatus we throw or project upon a screen an 
enlarged [mage of a transparent object (a slide or film). 

The process is almost the reverse of ordinary photography. For 
example, in photographing a scene by means of the photographic ob- 
jective or lens we obtain a reduced image of thatscene on the ground 
lass. This glass is replaced by the sensitized plate and by the use of 
Chemicals the image is. fixed thereon. Now in projection we reverse 
this process. From the picture made with the lens we make a transpar- 
ent slide, or we use the film negatives, and by means of a condensed 
light we strongly illuminate these, and with an objective lens an en- 
larged image is projected upon the screen, and this screen image corres- 
ponds with the real objects first. photographed. 

From this illustration it will be seen that the first essential in pro- 
jection work fs the lens or objective, Just as in photography the quality 
and tone of the picture depend to a very great extent upon the quality 
and caracter of the lens, so in projection the objective is the factor 
which determines the excellence of the screen image. 

The condensing lenses must be of a diameter slightly greater than 
the diagonal of the slide or film in use. The size most commonly used is 
4% inches in diameter. 

As the condensing lenses are in close proximity to the are or other 
source of light, they are, of course, subjected to considerable heat and 
and will expand and contract accordingly as they are heated or cooled. 


The relative positions of the arc, condenser and objective must be 
such that an image of the Hightsource will be formed at the diaphragm 
of the objective. All the light coming from the condenser is then 
utilized and the image on the screen is at its brightest, 

Oftentimes lantern slides and films are to be used interchangeably, 
and aproximately thesame sized image is desired with both. As the 
opening in the slide mat is approximately three times that of the mov- 
ing picture film, it is, therefore, necessary to have @ Jens for lantern 
slides bupros imate three times the focal length of that of the lens 
used for films. It Is possible to match the size of the images In one 
dimension only (either width or height) as the two openings are not 
proportionate in size. 

-Itis necessary, therefore, in ordering to specify whether the 
imazes are to be the same height or width, 


THE SELECTION OF A LENS. 

The,most important consideration in projection work is the lens, 
foron ifs selection depend the quality and size of the image on the 
sereen, Not the lens mounting, nor even the diameter of the lens itself, 
but its equivalent focus and distance from the screen, determine 
the size of the image. : : 

Ata given distance the greater the focal length the smaller will be 
the image. Shorter focus lenses, therefore, will give large images. Do 
not make the mistake of selecting lenses of such short focus, that the 
magnification will be so great that when the observer is near the screen 
much of the definition and perspective will be sacrificed. 


Brilliant pletures of medium size are far more satisfactory. 
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The projection distunee must be measured from the film or slide to 


the sereen. 
ADJUSTMENT OF LIGHT. 

Successful results di projetion depend largely upon the correct ad- 
jJustiment of the hump, which must throw a brilliantly i uminated 
circle Upon the sereen, . 

After the objective is focused, as will he evidenced by a sharp clear 
imare onthe sereen, remove slide and slide holder, and examine the 
iuminated eirede, Hf the light is eentercd and the lamp correctly ad. 
justed this circle will be clear, and entirely free from coloration or 
shadows. 

The diagrams below iWustrate the results of defective centering, 
These can be speedily remedied, and by following the instructions for 
focusine the Tht. whieh will be foundin our econplete gd page Tost rac.

When Using Calcium or Acetylene Light, the dissolving 1s 
accomplished with what is called a dissolving key, which turns the 
ras from one stereopticon tothe other. When using clectricity, the 
Sun Rival Vapor, the Vapo Search Light, or similar lights the dissolv- 
Ingis accomplished by a cut-off used on the front of the objective 
lenses, called a mechanical dissolver. This will be found illustrated on 
another page. Jnusing the mechanical dissolver, both Whuminants are 
allowed to remain full on, while the dissolving: is accomplished by 
covering one lens ata time with the dissolver, and gradually shifting 
the dissolver to the other lens. The dissolving effects in stereopticon 
work is without exveption used by the best. known operators and 
lecturers, Who have made fortunes ‘in this line of work. Perfect dis- 
solving view work is however accomplished only by the use of calcium 
light as an illuminant. 


A triple stereopticon and tinter slides are used by some for the 
purpose of accomplishing certain fancy results in the way of changing 
day scenes to evening or night, and forthe showing of certain movable 
effects. The showing of evening, moonlight or night effects is usually 
accomplished by having the picture slides made in various tints, and 
using them in the double stereopticon,

The supply of saturator (ITydrogen) gas to burner should be a litte 
in excess of the Oxygen. The presence of a small fringe of reddish 
flame at lime will indicate this.

Pose Slides, 


These slides are known by the name of Poses Plastique, Costume 
or Cloak slides. They get their name fromthe original method of 
projecting the slides, which was done by having a person pose before 
a black screen, usu ally a lady with a white dress and black cloak with 
a white lining. The cloak is madein the form of a kind of plain 
mantle, and along the front edues is provided with loops through 
which the arms are passed and by which the cloak is supported 
when the arms arespread out, in which position the cloak together 
with the white dress of the lady, forms a screenon which the picture 
from the lantern may be projected. The pictures blend with the 
costume in such a way, as to makeit appear that itis either woven 
into or printed on the goods. Thecloak should be closed, which will 
leave everything black, while the slide is being changed. The slides 
for this purpose having the background blacked out, shows only the 
picture from the slide,

extend their travels to considerable distances, while some few of the 
more suceessfulones confine their operations to a few of the larze 
cities, and nhosmall number have combined this business with travel- 
ing for their health.

In places of such size, one, two or three 
entertainments may be given in the same town, thus reducing 
traveling expenses, ‘and as this class of churches and halls have a 
capacity of trom five hundred to one thousand or more, the receipts 
may be from $50 to $100 or more per night, 

Both of the above Classes of places may he covered whtfle en-route, 
or either class may be handled without the other, 

Oneof the best and most generally followed plans that have been 
adopted for condue Ling the Traveling Exhibition Business has been to 
make arrangements with the directors and trustees of churches, secret 
societies, ete., to give one or two exhibitions, and allow a portion of the 
receipts, say from 25 to 40 per cent, for the use of the chureh or hall. 
In many cases arrangemeuts can be made to have the church or society 
take charge of the distribution and posting of the advertising matter, 
and often they appoint committees to canvas for the sale of tickets in 
advance, Churches are usuilly anxious to make irrangements for up- 
to-date entertainments for the manifold burpose of furnishing a good 
clean class of amusement, and also of replenishing the usually do- 
pleted treasury, ‘

Tn 1904 Mr. Ilolmes showed at the Auditori um Theatre, which seats 
3,500, and was favored with full houses, but as those in the remote parts 
of the hall were unable to hear distinctly the Orchestra Hall was con- 
sidered preferable, 


Mr. Holmes’ “Travelo sues” consist of an average of ahout sixty 
stereopticon views—all eo ored—and twenty-four Motion Pictures, the 
latter being interspersed throughout the former. 

The charges for admission range from twenty-five cents to one 
dollar and fifty cents, and probably average about seventy-five cents, 

A notable feature in connection with Mr. Holmes’ entertainments 
or °Travelozues” is that his audiences are made up of the better Class 
of people, the refined, the intellectual, the knowledge loving class, a 
pitronage which for quality, as a whole, we beHeve is not equalled by 
any other fori of entertainment, 

Later in the season Mr, W. LL. Elmendorf, of New York, gave a 
series of five entertainments aut Orchestra Hall, and repeated each en- 
tertainment once or more times, and even though it. was the first time 
he had showed to a Chicago audience he was favored with full attend- 
ance. 

Before Mr. Holmes entered this fleld of work John L. Stoddara 
for many years led in his chosen line and has since retired with a large 
fortune. 

Few people can aspire to become a “Burton Holmes,” a “W , 
Elmendorf,” or a ‘John L. Stoddard,” but the vast majority would be 
more than satistied with a small part of the success that is being en-

Next in order comes the Nickel Theatre, and asian introduction 
to this subject, we will quote from the Chicago Sunday Tribune,

“‘Nickel Theatre Pays Well: Small Cost and Big Profit, 
Nickels Count. 


“They have to, if the 80-called theatres where the entertainment pro- 
vided consists of moving pictures with sometimes an illustrated song or 
two thrown in, are to pay. ‘That the ventures are profitable is evidenced 
by their muluplcation: From the Nickel Theatre in the heart of the 
shopping district on State Street, where the rental is $2100 a month and 
the dally expenses run as high as $110 per day, to the more modest estab- 
Hshment well up North Clark Street, where $200 per month satisties the 
landlord and other expenses are proportionately lower, all along the Hine 
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comes the checring note that nickels count, and profits are regular. At 
the State Street place twenty-two hundred five cent coins must be gathered 
before the prolitberins. The house seats sod people and two shows an hour 
are given, except Saturday and Sunday, when the crowds are largest and 
an extra performance is wedged into every sixty minutes. Mhe hours 
are from 10a. m. to10 p.m, and during this time there is no cessation. The 
rush hours are from 12:00 to 2:00 and from 6:00 to 8:00 p. m., When the capa- 
city of the house is taxed, as a rule. : 

* While the proprietors are willing to take a reporter into their conti- 
dence as to the actual cost of starting the business, they are dimMdent 
when it comes to giving out figures as to their profits. ‘OH, Wk bo 
PRETTY WELL,’ or *No KICK COMING HERE,’ is the usial reply to a request 
for this particular bit of information, and from the fact that. mostof the 
theatres have an appearance of permuancney, they are probably telling the 
truth. The moving picture show idea has grown to such an extent thatit 
is a habit with thousands to plan to sve one or more of the performances 
each week. The fact that the cost Is trifling is a reat aid. The woman 
who would hesitate to pay fifty or even twenty-five cents fora ticket to 
one of the contiuuons vandeville theatres, will part with her little nickel 
without a qulam of conscience, and find enjoyment in the value returned 
her forit. AND THE NICKELS COUNT." 


The above article represents the standing of this Dranch of the 
business in Chicazo, New York, and afew other larre cities, but the 
opportunities in this line are by no means confined to the larger cities. 
We have received reports from towns of less than 2,000 inhabitants 
that are supporting motion picture parlors where a thriving business 
is done. 

These five and ten cent theatres, motion picture parlors, or “Nick- 
elodvons”, as they are sometimes called, are usually started In vacant 
stores. Theregulation front is usually removed and a new front of 
appropriate and attractive design suited to the business fs builtin asa 
substitute. Tho furniture required for a place of this kind involves 
buta comparatively small expense. A store 20x50 feet in size will seat 
about 200 people. Larger stores will seat a comparatively larger num- 
ber of people. Asa rule, outside of the larger cities, the shows are 
run only Quring the afternoon and evening, beginning about two 
o’clock and continuing up to 10 o'clock, ;

Other than the chairs, but little is required except the motion dies 
ture machine, the housing for same, and the picture screen, This class 
of shows may also be conducted to good advantave inn motion pic- 
ture tent. Ina large percentage of towns and cities there will he found, 
even on some of the best business streets, a vacant lot on which amo- 
tion pictire tent could be erected. As a lease of property of this kind 
could be had ata very low figure, the receipts would he Nearly all 
profit. For places that are too small to have a bermanent motion 
picture parlor, a motion picture tent can he erected, and show only a 
month or two in a place. Nickel Theatres usually rent their Films,

Arrangements can be made with from twenty tot lirty merchants 
at a time, to show their advertisements from four to six times during 
an evening (either a single slide or a series of slides) for a period of 
one, two weeks, or a month, Advertising slides ‘should he Inter- 
spersed with a selection from our regular comic lst, seenic views, ete 
to keep up the Mterest, and an occasional motion picture view will 
add much to the value, but is not imperative.

Ituminants, Relative Merits of. niunt for the stereopticon or 
motion pleture outtit, there are eight diferent kinds to consider, all 
of which are named in the orderof their strength or intensity, as fol- 
lows: Electric Are, Calelum or Lime Light, Sun Rival Gasoline Vapor, 
Vapo Search Light (uses alcohol), Acetylene, Incandescent Electric, 
Welsbach Gas, and Kerosene Oil. 

The Electric Arc {s the strongest of any of the {luminants and will 
under favorable conditions develop about 1350 candle power (candle 
power is measured by a& comparison of the iluminant in question with 
the standard sperm candle). Electric Are Light, by reason of its great 
strenyth isa little better for motion pictures, but it is not so good for 
stereopticon views as calcium light. 3 

While most theatres, halls, churches, ete., where public exhibitions 
could be given, are wired for electricity, there are some that are not, 

Caleium Light is, without question, more generally used by the: 
most progressive exhibitors than any other form of tllumination for 
optical projection work. While for motion pleture work there is a little 
advantage in favor of the electric are light in that the iumination is 
stronger, experts in stereopticon work prefer calcium light owing to its 
freedom from the dazzling whiteness of the electric arc light, and tts 
being a softer and more mellow light, which fives @ more natural ap- 
pearance to the pictures. When used at its maximum efticiency Calci- 
um Light will produce illumination, the intensity of which is within 
about 15 per cent of that given by electric light-when used under aver- 
age conditions, 

The Sun Rival Gasoline Vavor Light and the Vapo Search Light 
may be considered in one class. They are well adapted for stereopticon 
work, and have been very large sellers owing both to their portability and 
cheapness of operation. The costof operating the Sun Rival is whout 
Je per hour, and of the Vapo Search Light about ke per hour exclusive 
of mantles. Chey produce about 300 candle power, and will iuminate 
a stereopticon view up to ten or twelve feetin diameter. While we do 
not recommend the Sun Rival or Vapo Search Light for motion picture 
work, they have been used for such when showing small pictures of 
six orseven feet in diameter, in small halls and where the exhibitor 
was notable at the start to provide himself with a stronger iNuminant. 
These iluminants are especially well adapted to the requirements of 
churches, Sunday schools, secret societies, day schools, ete, They are 
exceedingly simple and easy to handle, and there are no dirty chemi- 
cals of any kind to soil the hands or clothing. 

Acetylene js a well-known, convenient, and economical illuminant. 
The outfit is light and portable and is very simple to operate, The cost 
of operating it is about 10¢ per hour, and it produces about 250 candle 
power, which is only a little less than that produced by the Sun Rival 
or Vapo Search Light. 

Incandescent Electric Light will produce from 50 to 100 candle 
power, depending upon the type of bulb used, and is especially suitable 

to the requirements of secretsocieties, churches, school Sunday schools, 
ete, and also for home use. 

Welsbach Gas Light produces about 100 candle power, which is 
abont equal to the best incandescent electric, and it is suitable for the 
same purposes. 
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Kerosene OU Light produces aboutsscandte power, Many years ago 
it was used very extensively as an iuminant for stereoptieon work, but 
since the introduction of so many stronger and more convenient forms 
of iJlumination, it has been but little used. Fora traveling exhihitor, 
it has the added objection of being diffeult to transport without the oil 
leaking out and saturating everything else (hatis packed with it.

With alens of any length of focus any size picture can be made 
by varying the distance between the location of the stereopticon and 
the screen on which the picture is to be projected. By placing the in- 
strument farther away, a larger picture will be made, and by placing it 
nearer, wsmailer picture. As a rule, however, stereopticon lenses of 
10 or 12 ineh foeus will fl the requirements, and unless otherwise speci- 
fied, we usually furnish the 10inch. 


Owing to the crossing of the light rays, the position of objects is 
always reversed, for which reason it is necessary to place the stereopti- 
a view upside down so that it may be projected on the screen right 
side up. : 


With weaker forms of illumination, itis best to work close to the 
sereen, using alens of not over 10 inch focus as the light becomes 
weaker in transmission over longer distances. For farther particulars 
a lenses, see introductions to stereopticon lenses and condensing 
cnses. 


Dissolving Views constitutes the highest art in the projection of 
——— ) stereopticon or magic lantern views, and is ac- 
complished hy the use of two lunterns or stereopticons, the lenses of 
which are exact duplicates of each other, Usually they are placed one 
on top of the other, and so located that views projected by both instru- 
ments will occupy the exactsame spoton the sereen,. To accomplish 
this adjustinent, called the register, the top instrument is provided 
with adjustable sapports by which either a horizontal or vertical 
adjustment may be sceured, To produce the dissolving effect, a slide 
is placed in the earrier of each stercopticon and by mechanical means 
the Hluminiation in one instrument is gradually reduced, while in the 
other itiseradually developed to full brilliancy, with the result that one 
of the views gradually fades away, while the other grows to full bril- 
lianey. the change from one to the other producing a most pleasing and 
mystifying effect. After changing the views in the stereopticon, in 
which the ilumiuation has been reduced, the dissolver is reversed, 
with phy eine results as before, and so continued throughout the enter- 
tuinment. , 


When Using Calcium or Acetylene Light, the dissolving is 
accomplished with what iscalled a dissolving key, which turns the 
fas from one stereoptican to the other, When using electricity, the 
Sun Rival Vapor, the Vapo Search Light, or similar lights the dissolv- 
ingis accomplished by a cut-off used on the front of the objective 
lenses, called a mechanical dissolver, This will be found illustrated on 
another page. Tn using the mechanical dissolver, both illuminants are 
allowed to remain full on, while the dissolving is accomplished by 
covering one lens ata time with the dissolver, and gradually shifting 
the dissolver to the other lens. The dissolving effects in stereopticon 
work is without exception used by the best: known operators and 
lecturers, who have made fortunes in this line of work. Perfect dis- 
solving view work is however accomplished only by the use of calcium 
light as an illuminant. 


A triple stereopticon and tinter slides are used by some for the 
purpose of accomplishing certain fancy results in the way of changing 
day scenes to evening or night, and for the showing of certain movable 
effects. The showing of evening, moonlight or night effects is usually 
accomplished by having the picture slides made in various tints, and 
using them in the double stercopticon. 


The Value of a Stereopticon depends upon the quality of its 
lenses and upon its arrangement for convenience in accomplishing 
the various adjustments with ease and speed, and retaining them after 
they are secured. Our stereopticons are built with a view of affording 
every modern convenience and of securing every adjustment desired 
with the greatest possible speed and case, and of contributing in every 
possible way to the comfort and convenience of the operator.

Stereopticon Objective lenses have aways been styled as tf, Ma 
and 4-4 sizes, and so listed in the catalogues, a practice whieh has been 
handed down from an old English applieation to the focus of phato- 
graphic lenses, as related to the size of plate they were intended lo 
cover. This application,has, however, been very unsatisfactory, OWiNs 
first, tothe fact that they are toms which mean nothing definite: as 
applied to Stereopticon work, and second, lathe faet that the various 
dealers have adopted standards of their own, each of whieh, Gven 
though styled the same, is slightly diferent from the other, aud nosh 
of which lack uniformity, even though of the same make, 

As a remedy for this unsatisfactory condition, and) for the conven- 

ienceot those who are experienced, as wellas those who are one 
experienced, we havetaken a radical departure from the old meth: ds, 
and have arranged a series of lenses of uniform length of fous, desige 
nated in inches and known as equivalent focus. By equivaent focus 
is meant, the distance between the point within Che fenses ato wheeh 
the light rays cross, and the point at whieh thestereopticon slide we all 
he logated when thelens is tn focus.

focus (called % size) in mountings 224 inches in diameter by 644 inches in 
length: the 12 inch focus (called % size) in mountings 8) inches in 
diameter by 54) inches long) and the 15 ineh focus lens (called 4-4 size) 
in mounts 3% inches in diameter by 7% inches in length. While this 
‘atio is theoretically correet there has been @ growing tendency the 
past few years to modify the diameter of the glass together with the 
diameter and Jength of the mounts for greater convenience tn inter- 
changeablility, portability, economy, and because of the fact that the 
old practice, while correet from a photographic standpoint, has been 
found to.be more theoretical than practical when applied to projection 
work. For example, many exhibitors use nothing bub the smnaller 
mount 118 inches in diameter (14 size), for all foci ranging from 4 inches 
to12 inches inclusive. While we furnish them in that way, we are 
inclined to advise against the use of the smaller mounts for anything 
beyond the 8 or 10 inch focus. While it is our custom to furnish 
whatever the individual exhibitor prefers, we recommend the use of 
the d, Gand 8 inch focus lenses in i size mounts, and everything above 
thatmay be used with entirely satisfactory results and much greater 
convenience in the '2 size glasses and mounts. The results are not so 
satisfactory when using lenses above 8 inch focus in the small glasses 
and mountings, owing to loss of Heht, which is caused both through 
crowding, and transmission through greater space. This will be al a3 
cially noticeable when using the weaker forms of illumination. We 
have made a special endeavor to eradicate all of the unnecessary 
compleations, and to make the selection of lenses as simple ahd as 
easy to understand as possible, Instead of following the usual practice 
and custom of enveloping and shrouding the business in mystery, as 
ue ha in the belief that there are mercenary advantages to be gained 
thereby, 

The following table shows approximate sizes of pictures projected 
by each size of Stercopticon Lensat dierent distinces from the screen, 
and will serve as a guide in the selection of lenses to meet any require- 
ments. The figures in the first column indicate length of focus of 
Stereopticon Lenses in inches, while the figures in the last column in- 
cligate the focus of Motion Picture lenses to match.

TR most famous of all the bridges which cross the 
Thames within the city limits is called the London 
Bridge and was opened to traflic by King William the 
Fourth in 1831. It is constructed of granite and the lamp 
posts on its sides are said to have been cast from cannon 
captured from the French during the Spanish War. The 
cost was about cight millions of dollars. During twenty- 
four hours itis estimated that an average of twenty thou- 
sand vehicles and one hundred and twenty thousand 
pedestrians cross here from one side of London to the other. 
Standing on this connecting link between the two great 
sections of the world’s metropolis one realizes the immen- 
sity of London. The city’s population is nearly five mil- 


‘lions, to which twenty-five hundred are added per week by 


birth and two thousand taken away by death. If the entire 
population of London were placed in single file eighteen 
inches apart they would extend a distance of twelve hun- 
dred miles, or further than from Chicago to Boston.

Tt is of the utmost importance that films shonld be purchased 
through a dealer that is known to be responsible and retheble, as naimny 
films aresold by numerous irresponsible dealers and some manufacture 
ers, that are worth little or nothing. 

The “copying” or “duping” of many films of “known merit?’ takes 
the selection of even those subjects uneertiin, and then too, the exten- 
sive use of even What was onee a good original negative, will in time 
render it incapable of producing & good positive film. These matters 
we endeavor to keep in touch with, and adjust our list and advise our 
trade accordingly. . 

Owing to the fact, that the reat; majority who have taken up this 
line of work, have simply mustered the necessary courage and planed 
in without any instructor, other than our well known “bnstruction 
Book and Business Guide,” we shall beg the indulwence of those who 
are already familiar with the work, to say that the optical principle 
involved in the production of Motion Pietures, and many other matters 
of general interest to both professional and beginner, fave been fully 
covered in the front part of our catalogue, under the title Phe Motion 
Pieture Machine and its Application,” and we advise that everyone 
who is interested should invke himself thoroughly familiar with the 
subject. 

he standard Motion Picture fillm is one and three-elzhths inehes 
wide. and the length of time required to ran is about two minutes per 
hundred feet, but, like the running of pn horse race, ib secins very much 
longer. A hundred feet of film shows about sixteen hundred Individ- 
wal pictures, each of whieh is replaced by the next suceeeding one at 
the rate of about fifteen to twenty pietures per second, ‘The picture 
herewith shows @ reproduction, exact size from 2 piece of Motion 
Pieture film. Even though the picture on the film measures ouly 
ahout one inch by three-quarters of an inch, they may he enlarzed 
when projected on the screen to any size up to thirty feet or more de- 
pending wpon the intensity of the Wuminant (ight) used, the distance 

ewes the machine and the sereen, and the angle or focus of the lens 
used. 


The length of each film and the number of subjects required, are 
among the first questions that come to theo mind of the prospective pur- 
chaser and we may say in advance thatié very largely depends ou the 
nature and class of the entertainment to be given. 

The traveling exhibitor who shows in churches, halls, oper houses, 
tents, ete. usually Inakes a good set of stereopticon views the basis oF 
greater partof his entertainment, in which case, a few short to media 
length subjects in Motion. Pictures, say from five to adozen, inter- 
spersed throughout the entertainment, fs sufliclent, but more may asa 
rule be used to advantage. 


Where a number of short films are used, It is customary tocement 
them together, using a short piece of blank film between eneh, ane hy 
so doing it is necessary to change reels and thread the machine but anee 
for several hundred or even a thousand feet of filrn. 


For the Vaudeville Theatre, Summer Parks and five and ten cent 
theatres or store rooms, the requirements are usually ditferent, in: iat. 
us arule, from five hundred to a thousand feet are used at each enters 
tainment. 


The prices of Motion Pieture Films range from eleven to fifteen 
cents per foot, depending usually on the cost of production, wiieh 
consists In the hiring of those Who take part in the perform nee, 
(usually theatrical people) tozether with costumes, ACCESSOMES, {EXT EES 
and other facilities for the production of the subject. transposition, ete. 
For one subject it may cost a thousand dollars or more to produc + the 
original negative, while some other subject may be produced wit! but 
little cost, other than for the negative stock and the labor of exposing 
and developing It.
